PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR OF THE STATE 
OF TEXAS. 


WHEREAS, It has come to my knowledge that the Congress of the 
United States has accepted the Constitution of Texas. and admitted 
said State to representation in that body ; and, 

WHEREAS, It is desired to restore, without delay, the local govern- 
: ment of said State to the civil authorities thereof ; 

Now, therefore, I, Edmund J. Davis, Governor of said State, do 
hereby request the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
same, to meet in session at the Capitol, in the city of Austin, on 
Tuesday, the twenty-sixth day of April, A. D. 1870, then and there 
to inaugurate the regular State Government, and to entér upon such 
general and special legislation as may be in compliance with the 
spirit and letter of the constitution recently adopted by the people of. 
Texas, and, in the judgment of said Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, advisable for the peace and welfare of the people of 
Texas. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto signed my name, 
and caused the great seal of the State to be affixed

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The following act of the Congress of the United States was then 
read: 


1. An Act to admit the State of Teras to representation in the 
Congress of the United States. 


WHEREAS, The people of Texas have framed and adopted a Con- 
stitution of State Government which is Republican; and whereas, 
the Legislature of Texas, elected under said Constitution, has rati- 
fied the Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments to the Constitution 
of the United States: and whereas, the performance of these sev- 
eral acts in good faith is a condition precedent to the representation 
of the State in Congress; therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, That the 
said State of Texas is entitled to representation in the Congress of 
the United States: Provided, that before any member of the 
Legislature of said State shall take or resume his seat, or any 
officer of said State shall enter upon the duties of his office, he 
shall take and subscribe, and file in the office of the Secretary of 
State of Texas, for permanent preservation, an oath or affirma- 
tion in the form following: “I, , do solemnly swear (or 
affirm) that i have never taken an oath as a member of Congress, 
or as an officer of the United States, or as a member of any 
State Legislature, or as an executive or judicial officer of 
any State, to support the Constitution of the United States, 
and afterward engaged in insurrection or rebellion against the same, 
or given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof: so help me God,” 
(or, under the pains and penalties of perjury, as the case may be.) 
Or such persons shall in like manner take and subscribe, and file 
the following oath or affirmation; “I, ——, do solemnly. swear (or 
affirm) that i have, by act of Congress of the United States, been 
relieved from the disabilities imposed upon me by the Fourteenth 
Amendment of the Constitution of the United States: so help me 
God,” (or, under the pains and penalties of perjury, as the case 
may be;) which oaths or affirmations shall be taken before and 
certified by any officer lawfully authorized to administer’ oaths. 
And any person who shall knowingly swear or affirm falsely in 
taking either of such oaths or affirmations shall be'deemed guilty of 
perjury, and shall be punished therefor by imprisonment not less 
than one year and not more than ten years, and shall be fined not 
less than one thousand dollars and not more than ten thousand 
dollars. And in all trials for any violation of this act, the 
certificate of the taking of either of said oaths or affirmations, 
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with proof of the signature of the party accused, shall be taken 
and held as conclusive evidence that such oath or affirmation was 
regularly and lawfully administered by competent authority: And 
provided further, That every such person who shall neglect for the 
period of thirty days next after the passage of this act to take and 
subscribe, and file such oath or affirmation as aforesaid, shall be 
deemed and taken to all intents and purposes to have vacated his 
office: And provided further, That the State of Texas is admitted 
to representation in Congress as one of the States of the Union upon 
the following fundamental conditions: First, That the Constitution 
of Texas shall never be so amended or changed as to deprive any 
citizen or class of citizens of the United States of the right to vote 
who are entitled to vote by the Constitution herein recognized, ex- 
cept as a punishment for such crimes as are now felonies at common 
law, whereof they shall have been duly convicted under laws equally 
applicable to all the inhabitants of said State: Provided, That any 
alteration of said Constitution prospective in its effects, may be made 
in regard to the time and place of residence of voters; Second, 
That it shall never be lawful for the said State to deprive any citi- 
zen of the United States, on.account of his race, color or previous 
condition of servitude, of the right to ‘hold office under the Consti- 
tution and laws of said State, or upon any such ground to require 
of him any other qualifications for office than such as are required — 
of all other citizens; Third, That the Constitution of Texas shall 
never be so amended or changed as to deprive any citizen or class of 
citizens of the United States of the school rights and privileges se- 
cured by the Constitution of said State. | 
Approved Marck 30, 1870.

The Speaker then introduced to the assembly His Excellency 
E. J. Davis, Governor elect, State of Texas. — ' 

The oath of ofice was then administered by Chief Justice Mor- 
rill. . 

His Excellency E. J. Davis, then delivered his inaugural ad- 
dress, as follows : i Pan 


My FrLLOWw Crrizens or Texas: This day the government of 
your State and the control of your destinies is handed over to you. 
What may fairly be termed the second annexation of Texas is now 
consummated; but, a Texas very different from that of 1845 is 
found assuming her functions as a State. That Texas brought with 
her single star also her thousands of slaves, this Texas knows no 
bondmen on her soil. We may differ in our opinion of the manner 
of bringing about this great change, and the necessity for it. We 
live too near (in time) the scene of this struggle to ever agree that 
Providence may have directed the issue as part of the great work 
of improvement and progress of the human race. But sensible men 
can even now agree to accept the situation as they find it, and after 
ten years of war and civil disorganization, take a fresh departure in 
politica] affairs. i 

It may be said that the American revolution, opening in 1776, 
with the proclamation ‘‘ that all men are created equal,” had its 
verification, and made its promise good only in 1870. But it is fair 
‘to admit that few on either side either calculated or desired the full 
result when entering this closing struggle. While on the one side, 
the aid of the God of battles was confidently asked to sustain a 
structure, of which the very corner-stone was a denial of the truth 
of tlis declaration, when applied to those whom habit had divested 
in our minds of their share of humanity; on the other, the sword 
was mainly taken to preserve a glorious nationality. We did not see 
then, and it required those years of misfortune to show us the 
foundation of our trouble. Let us accept this result as an indication 
aud lesson that there is no safe neutral ground for human judgment 
between right and wrong—that we cannot afford to be unjust to the 
weakest of God’s creatures. Let us be wholly right. 

This struggle has, too, tanght us a further lesson in self-govern- 
ment. It had been fondly imagined that our government, in the 
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name and form and as carried out by the general government and 
the respective States, was perfect; that no human device could, im- 
prove it. Our education in this belief had been so decided, that we 
were not even inclined to try to improve it. But we can now see 
that this, like all other edifices of human creation, had its imperfec- 
tions, and required repair and improvement. It was.designed to, 
but as time progressed we discovered that it did not “ promote the 
general welfare and secure the blessings of liberty,” in all parts of 
the Union, even to the class which esteemed itself the special object 
of the provision. While the general government was restrained 
from all violation of the right of life, liberty and property, it was. 
conceded that the ‘local’ government had no such restraint, accord- 
ingly local despotisms often flourished under.the name of State gov- 
ernment. There, free speech and thought was limited by the will of , 
the majority, until individual freedom disappeared. It is not so 
now, and cannot (it is sufficient to say) be so hereafter. 

While local self-government still remains, it is within the just 
bounds that there is a supervisory power over all, far withdrawn 
from local prejudice and bias, which will temper State action within 
the limit of security, freedom, and justice to all. This will prove 
the better government, and under this, freedom at the North or 
South, on the lakes or on the Pacific, or the Gulf, will be one and 
the same. Through the length and breadth of the land, free speech 
and liberty of mind, as well as person, henceforth prevail. 

In this faith let us enter upon the great work before us of re-or- 
ganization, and let us take a survey of the position we are ‘called to 
occupy. We find that we are about preparing a government for, 
and shaping the destinies of a territory larger than most of the great 
earthly powers. Let us realize that we control a part of our globe, 
large and fertile enough to hold a greater population than the mil- 
lions now owing allegiance to the National Government. That as it 
were, we are the advanced guard of this mighty host, and that as we 
prepare the way for them, so will they find it will ‘be industrious, 
prosperous, intelligent, law-abiding, temperate ; or-immoral, lawless, 
degraded and miserable, as we now plan and devise. 

‘We have it in our hands to place our great State at once among 
the foremost in wealth, population and civ vilization, and if we can be 
made fully sensible of the extent of this, our opportunity and. 
responsibility, we will not fail in the performance of our part. Let 
us recollect that, in coming years, when time has softened our preju- 
dices and dissipated the memory of the jealousies and party contests 
of to-day, our reminiscences of this epoch will be pleasant or the 
contrary, as we now labor for the good of our fellows and the State, 
or for our own gratification and aggrandizement.

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The time has come for us te learn other distinctions than loyal 
and disloyal. Let us hereafter knew no other than that of the sood 
and bad citizen. Let us cultivate a belief that our neighbor “who 
<iffers in opinion with us, may se differ honestly, and devote our- 
selves only to emulate him in attachment to the right, and in deter- 
mination to promote the public good. We must divide into parties, 
aud differ in regard te public polic cy; and fit and proper is it, in a 
free country, that this should so be, but let us have = variance 
with mutual Torrar 

Fellow-citizens, the disease under which our political system 
lahored was a severe one, and required a sharp remedy. Tt ungues- 
tionally could only be cured by the application of ‘the national 
sword. Strange to say, the mili itary. the recognized right arm of 
desy otism, was here summoned to the aid of libert ty, and, against our 
will, has secured it tous. The day is not distant when we will all 
ssent to this: now the heat of the struggle is too strong with us. 
nue other tand has this phenomenon been seen, and, no where but 
among ee educated from infancy to place the civil superior to the 
military law, may we expect te see what we now witness—the mili- 
tary coming forward (after tasting for years the seductive sweets of 
urim er power) with alecrity, as to an agreeable duty, to surren- 
der into the hands of the people a power alw ays temperately exe- 
ented. No where else than in a republic, where the military are of 
and from the people, can gel be as here, the defenders of freedom. 
Let us give them, without stint. the credit and honor which is their 
due. We must, as E men, concede so much, though this 
employment of the military may hare been Tay against our will. 

All, too, can agree that it Was an unpleasant necessity which 
forced upon e a ie the coercion of her citizens: all may 

erieve that this cessity existed, and all now join in the hope that 

the same has "i sed away, neyer again in our history to return. 

That with enduring peace, “will return the respect for order and the 

forms and majesty of civil law, which, inherited from our fore- 

fathers, has followed the English language to all parts of the world.

The following message of His Excellency, Governor Davis, was 
then read : | 


EXECUTIVE OFFICE, 
Austin, April 29th, 1870. 
GENTLEMEN OF THE SENATE : i E | 
AND HoUsE oF REPRESENTATIVES OF TEXAS: 


So long time has elapsed sinice the session, within this State, of a 
tody competent to legislate, that your duties must be many, and 
their performance tedious and laborious. In addition to ordinary 
matters of legislation, you will find it incumbent upon you to re- 
model, to a great extent, the General Statutes, and to accommodate 
them to the new order of things, and to the radical changes en- 
grafted on our institutions by the constitution lately adopted. 

In obedience to that section of the constitution which requires 
the Governor to recommend to the Legislature “such measures as 
he may deem expedient,” I now propose to call to your attention 
such of these matters as seem to me of especial importance. 

At the outset, I give precedence to a subject which is’ believed to -

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Tbe practice, which has become common, of mobs of lawless men 
assembling and operating in disguise, for the carrying out of some 
unlawful purpose, must receive your attention. The operations of 
ilis class of criminals are generally directed against the recently 

sdranchised, and where repeated instances kave occurred in tlie 
same neighborhood, without arrest of the offenders, color is given to 
the charge that the offenders are protected or encouraged byt the ma- 
jority of “the people. Theie is no offense equalling this in danger 
to the publie security, and I recommend such moutication of the 
criminal code as will provide for punishing it with special severity, 
These measures will not be ‘complete without such powers are con- 

cd on the Executive ag will; enable him in any emergency to act 
th authority of law. We é may trust that no combinations of law- 
les men can be made in any part of the State in sufficient numbeis 
or furce to be able to 1esist the local civil authorities, but as long as 
ouihh a condition is possible, due caution advises me to be prepared 
irn. It may also happen that the local authorities would be 
land m sympathy with the disturbeis of the peace. The que esticn 
uf making some provisiou for the temporary establishment of mar- 
tal law under certain con tmgencies, and within limited districts. 1 
therefore submitted to your judgment. The mere knowledge of the 
act that such power is given the Executive, and that ke wil an 
i sitate to exercise it when the case warrants, will go far pene 
cs iaumg the necessity for its exercise. 

These are measures which I cousider necessary to the intimidation 
ci the lawless, and the: putishment of offenders, being, in my 
pinion, the du uty of the State guvernment to see to it that “erime iS 
quelled at once. But while the puuisiment of crime is one of th 
varlogs o vote ects or Luman government, the best government, after 
all, is one that looks rather to the prevention of it. 

The est establishment of a good system oz schovls that will secure 
elacation to all, will, no doubt, in process of time, operate here. as 
esemhere, to the diminishing of Offences. But we this I speak here- 
aier. J would, in this respect of prevention of crimes, your 
actention to the provisions of section thirteen of the Bill of Rishu, 
cu the subject of bearing arms. The Legislature is there gi given a 
c-utrol over the priy vileze of the citizen, in this respect, which wa 
rt in the old constitution. Thers-is no doubt that to the universa

there is no good reason why deadly weapons should’ be permit- 
tel to be carried on the person. ) 
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Next in importance to the measures nece‘ary to the establish- 
ment of law and order, you will find the question of providing foz 
the education of the children of the State. No better civilizer. has 
been found than a liberal system of education. Aside from the pro- 
visions of our constitution, which make it ‘‘the imperative duty ” of 
your body to provide for the education of all children of the scholas- 
tic age, experience will hereatter prove that, trom any point of view, 
no money discreetly expended in promotion of universal public edu- 
cation can be considered lost in an economical point of view. It has 
been found as serviceable to the farmer and artizan as to the pro- 
fessional man. l 

I have already noticed its effects in abating the catalogue of 
crimes, but there is a special necessity for education in our country, 
where the goverment depends upon the people themselves. The 
success of Republican institutions and universal suffrage ‘is assured 
by universal education. The expenditures for this purpose must 
necessarily be heavy at the outset, in organizing, building school- 
houses, providing books, apparatus, ete., etc. The perpetual school 
fund provided im article nine of constitution, sections six and eight, 
is as follows : 

1. All funds, lands and other property heretofore set apart, or 
that may be hereafter set apart for the support of Public Schools. 

2. All sums of money that may come to this State from sale of 
any portion of the public domain, or sales of public lands. 

3. One-fourth of the annual revenue from general taxation, and 
an annual poll tax of one dollar on all male persons between the 
ages of twenty-one and sixty years. 

+. The public lands heretofore given to counties, to be sold under 
such regulations as the Legislature may prescribe. 

In addition to this ‘* perpetual fund,” the Legislature is authorized 
in Section seven, to provide for the raising of such amount, by tax- 
ation, in the several school districts in the State, as will provide the 
necessary school houses, and insure the education of all. “The pow- 
ers thus given to the Legislature are ample. The summary of 
means now disposable, which may be considered as included in this 
“ perpetual fund, is : 

1. Cash. in specie, $58,979 31; currency, $543 19; total, 
$59,522 50. - ; 

2. State 5 per cent. bonds, under act of November 12, 1866, 
82,168 82 (assuming that this act of the Legislature of 1866 1s to 
be respected). In addition to this sum, the act mentioned provided 
for placing other similar bonds to credit of school fund, to make up 
such part of the $634,000 “indemnity-bonds,” with the unpaid 
-coupons or their proceeds, as might be recovered from the parties to 
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whom they had passed from the “ Military Board ” during the late 
war. These indemnity bonds and coupons were taken From the 
school fund, to which they belonged, by an act of the revolutionary 
government of J anuary 11, 1862, ` and the act of 1866, was intended 
to replace them, as far as recovered, by 5 per cent. State bonds. - 
The system of support of schools is now, by the ‘constitution, so 
fully provided for, that this arrangement seems unnecessary. I, 
therefore, suggest that in lieu thereof, the amount collected of” those 
bonds and coupons be turned over to the schoo! fand. 

3. Principai and interest, $2,742,198 27, due to the school fand 
fom railroad companies. Included ın this amount is the sum of 
$320,367 13, pretended to have been paid during 1864 and 1865, 
in State warrants, for which the 6 per cent. manuscript State bonds 
(see Comptr oller’s report, table ID, were issued. ĮI assume that 
this $820,367 13 is still a legal claim ‘against the roads pretending 
to have paid the same. I suppose ‘upwards of two millions of the 
total due by the railroads could be realized with certainty, and 
perhaps the whole may be eventually saved by the adoption of ,the 
proper measures. l 

In addition to the above, the University fund and lands may, I 
suppose, properly be considered as part of the Common School fund, 
though not directly included therein by the constitution. In regard 
to that part of the school fund in the possession of the railroads, it 
will be recollected that, by the act of the thirteenth of August, 1856, 
under which this fand was loaned to the roads, it was provided 
that the Governor should cause asale to be made of the roads failing 
to pay any installment of the interest dtie on their bonds, or of the 
two per cent. sinking fund. No part of the sinking fund has been 
pal by any road since 1860, and of interest the only payments 
made since that date are by the H. & T. C. R. R, $33,280, in the 
vers 1866 and 1867, and by the B. B. B. & C.-R. R., $6,129, ; in 
LOT. This condition of affairs would warrant a sale at once for 
the benefit of the School Fund of all the roads indebted to it; but . 
it is suggested, in view of the disturbed state of the country during ` 
this period, that these roads he relieved of the forfeiture legally re- 
sulting from their default, on payment of the interest now due, and 
of regular payment hereafter of interest and sinking fund coming 
due. If this suggestion is not adopted by your body, I will proceed 
to sell in accordance with the above cited act. 

The question of internal improvements will come before you very 
prominently, and in a variety of ways. There is no doubt that the 
people of Texas desire the e encouragement, in a judicious manner, of 
suci public works as will afford them means of intercommunicat tion, 
aud of connection with the railroad system of the more Eastern 
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states. In deference to what I believe to be their wishes I recom- 
mend your careful developnient of some system that will secure this 
desirable end. . l 

But. while the universal desire in this particular will, I have no 
doubt, be met in your body by a corresponding effort, I am led to 
believe that great caution will bo necessary to avoid encumbering 
our State with a weighty debt, created in furtherance ‘of the man 
schemes for private advantage, but calling for State aid, that will be 
forced upon you in the name of internal improvements. It has be- 
come the habit of speculators proposing to invest in internal im- 
provements to come to the State or General Government for aid, 
and it has now got to bea settled, popular understanding that the 
State is to be called upon to aid all privute schemes of this nature. 
This sentiment is, 1 believe, the growth in this country of less‘than 
a quarter of a century, and is a very unhealthy indication, and not 
at all stimulative of legitimate enterprise. | Do 

The absolute necessity for State aid (beyond a liberal charter and 
the right of way) is not apparent to me as a necessity, to.msure the 
success of any honest and feasible enterprise. It is not believed 
that a road could be planned through any settled part of the State 
that would not return large interest on the capital honestly mvested, 
and where parties present themselves asking for no special aid or 
exclusive privileges they should, where evidence is shown that they 
will be able in good faith to comply with their promises, ‘receive 
from you the appropriate encouragement; but that even a simple 
charter should not be granted withcut this evidence is made apparent 
the vast number of schemes of the sort that have never pro- 
ssed further than to encumber our statute books, and obstruct 
ground to other more responsible companies. 

The experience of Texas in subsidizing public works has not been 
very satisfactory. We have invested in this way (including prin- 
cipal and interest due thereon,) near two and three-fourths millions 
of specie, or its equivalent, and upwards of five millions of acres of 
our best lands, (worth fully ten millions more in specie,) and we 
have somewhat less than five hundred miles of railroad, which the 
State has mainly built, (but does not own or control,) to show for it. 
But this is not all. Every Legislature, and every convention of 
the people since these works received subsidies, has’ been beset by ap- 
plications, (sometimes not unaccompan.ed by the odor of corruption, ) 
for relief from the force and effect of the contracts under which the 
grants were made, while the restrictions placcd upon the benefici- 
aries of these grants to secure the safety and convenience of the 
people, and moderate rates of fare and freight, have been wholly 
disregarded. This experience, as well as the danger of incurring 
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oypressive obligations, from which our State is happily now free, 
should make us cautious in the future in regard to subsidies, or 
State aid of any desciiption. If, however, notwithstanding our 
experience in this respect, it should be deemed advisable by your 
holy to satisfy the general desire, by lending the aid of the State to 
the opening of Railroad communication, then L recommend that 
oe aid be limited to a work which seems of the most pressing 

vessity, crossing the State from Red River tothe Rio Grande, and 
v ‘hich may be of use to the State in general by furnishing a line of 
communication with the populous States, and tle Railroad system 
north and east of us. One trunk road of that sort is all that 
ought to be attempted. This is as much as our finan-es will safely 
bear, and is all: that is immediately of consequence to the people, it 
being pretty certain that the necessary taps and connections with 
the coast will be finished by private enterprise as rapidly as the 
main trunk. Ifsuch'’a work should be deterutined upon, the leca- 
tion of it, and the time withm which it should be constructed, as 
well as the manner in which State aid may be given it, with other 
details, are matters to be determined by your body. In the charter 
of this road and of all others receiving State aid, or enjoying exclu- 
sive privileges in any shape, provision should be made, in decisive 
terms, giving the State government such control and supervision 
as will secure the safety and good treatment of passengers and 
ieasonable charges for passage and freight. The existing laws, to a 
large extent, give the Legislature this control over railroads built 
with subsidies from the State, and I suggest that justice to the 
people doing business on these roads requires an immediate exercise 
of that contr ol, and the establishment by you of a fair and moderate 
tariff of charges. 

From the question of internal improvements, in lookmg to meas- 
wes for the development of our State, we naturally pass to the 
subject of immigration. [Ít is to be hoped that when we are under- 
stuod to have established here. such respect for law and order as will 
relieve new comers of all apprehensions for their personal safety, 
our extensive territory, sufficient in itself to embrace the whole 
population of the United States, our very cheap and fertile lands 
and delightful climate will, of themselves, attract the attention of 
persons in countries more densely populated. It js necessary, how- 
ever, as we wish af once to turn the tide of immigration in this 
direction that the Bureau, authorized by the Constitution for this 
purpose, should be organized on a liberal basis. 

A great deal can be. accomplished in an economical way by pro- 
viding for the collection and publication of statistics which will 
show the price of lands, description of and capabilities of soil, arti- 
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cles produced and cost of living in different parts of the State, 
means and cost of transportation, and minerals there found, and the 
facilities for working and transportation of same. The collection 
and publication of these statistics, with agencies in this and other 
Siates and in Europe to distribute information and direct and take 
charge of immigrants, and the appropriation of a moderate sum to 
pay, in part or in full, the transportation of persons who -are too 
‘poor to pay their own passage to a home with us, are all within the 
powers given you by the Constitution, and a liberal provision for the 
support of this Bureau will not, I believe, in any event be ‘bad 
esonomy. . 

Every industrious, able-bodied adult added to our population may 
be considered an addition of fifteen hundred dollars to the wealth of 
the State. A system may, too, be devised which in time may be 
selfpaying, even to the extent of returning to the State the amount. 
advanced to pay transportation of immigrants. Your earnest atten- 
tion to this subject is asked. 

In this connection, and as necessary to a full understanding of the 
capacity of the State, a complete geological survey is advisable. There 
has already been some work done in this way, with a very favor- 
able result. Enough was ascertained to make clear that the miner- 
al wealth of Texas is not far behind the agricultural. But the 
practical benefit of what was done has heen mostly lost by the con- 
fused state of the specimens in the geological cabinet of the State, 
and it is difficult now to ascertain where most of these came from. 
Provision should be made for a large collection of the minerals to be 
found by this survey, so as to enable the proper department to dis- | 
tribute to the national and other geological cabinets duplicates of 
them, which are frequently called for. I suggest that this survey 
and the State collection of specimensbe made under the control and 
direction of the Commissioner of the General Land Office, where it 
can probably be systematized in a better and cheaper way, in con- 
nection with surveys of the public lands. 

The condition of the asylums and public buildings and grounds 
at the capital, and of the Penitentiary, at Huntsville, will merit 
your consideration. The capacity of the asylums for ‘the accommo- 
dation of the class of sufferers, to the care of which they are re- 
spectfully designed, is entirely inadequate to the present and proba- 
ble immediate increase of the population of the State. There is no, 
good reason why these unfortunates should not be considered the 
wards of the State, and taken care of out of the common fund. By 
proper care the deaf and dumb and blind can, in most cases, be edu- 
cated during a short term of years to become useful members of so- 
ciety, and take care of themselves. This shoald be done by the 
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tate, without regard to the williagness or ability of relations to pay 
apart or all 5k the cost; though, where pecunlar ily able, the pa- 
rents or guardians, or the patients themselves, might be required to 
cuiiti Ibate: and accommodations should be pr videod. for all persons 

not too old for education, and laboring under these defects, who may 
be bona fide residents of the State. 

In the Lunatic Asylum, even such patients as come within the 
limited requirements of the present law rust be denied admittance, 
Lecause the institution is full to overflowing. This institution is 
clearly one of as much necessity, on the ground of safety to the 
public, as the Penitentiary, and a due regard for this’ safety would 
require the confinement therein of many unfortunates whose liberty 
is now a constant menace to the lives of themselves and: friends. 
However, as at the present conducted}, not. only are the resources of, 
the institution too limited, but the Jaw under which patients are 
admitted excludes the great mass of. the insane. Whether it will 
be more advantageous to extend the building we now have, in con- 
mmity with the “original plan, or to seek another” localit J: where a 
butter supply of water may be had, is open to discussion. The 
views of the Board of Managers on this subject, and the general 
ee of the institution presented in their report of April 21, 
1370, are worthy of your consideration, but it is submitted that lib- 
eral provision be made, cither here or elsewhere, and without delay, _ 
for the increased wants of the State in this respect. 

The Penitentiary has, until lately, pee quite an expense to the 
“tate, but this is believed to have been largely the consequence of 
bad management: The total excess of expenditures over receipts 
in support of that institution (not including the salaries mentioned | 
lit Com ptroler’ s report, page 77, table xxxvili,} siuce the inaugura- 
tion of the Provisional State Government up to 16th N ovember, 
i869, when the present Superintendent took charge, was $107,645 < 30. 
Under the present Superintendent: it is self-sustaining. The num- 
ber of convicts confined within its walls at date of Superi intendent s 
report (10th February last) was four hundred and eighty-nine. ` 
Outside of the Penitentiary one hundred and eighty-one .convicts 
were, on the 16th of the present month, laboring on the railroad 
from Brenham to Austin, under contract with the H. & T. C. R. R. 
Company, made under orders of General Reynolds. 

The convicts at work: on the railroad are not an expense to ilie 
State, but the. system. is considered, demoralizing to the convicts, and 
it clearly does net tend to that improvement “of their mental and 
moral capacity which- (after the protection of the public) is the 
main object of the Penitentiary system. An undue proportion (28 


out of a total of 259) of the convicts employed on the railread have 
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managed to escape, and this because of the difficulty, under the cir- 
cumstances, of maintaining that complete control and discipline 
necessary to their restraint. s i 

It is recommended that these convicts be returned to the Peniten- 
tiary, and that provision be made for enlarging the capacity of that 
institution, and for supplying such improvéments and new machinery 
and fixtures as will develop its usefulness åo the highest capacity. 

This extension and improvement of the Penitentiary will, of 
course, cause considerable outlay, and perhaps it may now be well 
to divide the convicts, and have more Penitentiaries than one. 
Water power (of which there is none at Huntsville, though of great 
importance, ) and equally healthy localities can be had elsewhere. 
After such additions are made and fairly in use, there is reason to 
hope that all convicts may be made to sustain themselves within its 
walls. Touching thesé points and the general condition of -the 
Penitentiary your attention is called to the accompanying report of 
Colonel N. A. M. Dudley, the present Superintendent, and the 
exhibits attached. - . 

The public buildings at the capital are in need of very extensive 
repairs and enlargement. The Bureaus of Education and Immigra- 
tion will have to be provided with suitable offices, while the other 
departments of the government are straightened in their accom- 
modations (built when the. public service was on a much smaller 
scale), and cannot make place for them. 

The public grounds around the Capitol should also be improved 
and ornamented in a style consistent with that originally intended. 
They are now only public wastes. 

In consideration of the possibility that- the Capitol may be re- 
moved from Austin, at the election to be held in accordance with the 
87th.section, article II. of the Constitution, it may not be thought 
advisable to incur any expense of this sort until the seat of govern- 
ment is permanently fixed. But even in this event, or in case of 
division of the State, all the buildings at Austin can be made use of 
as a university, or high schools, or as asylums, or for other public 
purposes not essentially requiring location at the new capital. The 
report of the Chairman of Commissioners of Public Buildings and 
Grounds (Secretary of State), will present this subject in a more 
detailed form, and I recommend that his suggestions be adopted. 

Į would not be faithful to the trust confided in me, nor to my own 
sentiments, were I to omit to bring before you the matter of the 
sufferings of our frontier settlers on account of Indian depredations. 
Philanthropic people, throughout those parts of the nation where 
Indian reminiscences exist only in romantic story, are apt to an- 
swer all complaints of Indian atrocities by the recrimination that 
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these are only savage ways of redressing wrongs previously inflicted 
by the whites. It is uot so here. The Indian tribes, which so. 
mjevously wound our frontiey, travel many hundred leagues across 
the desert to reach us. They could originally have had no oppres- 
sion or grievance to avenge, because neither the Texan settlers 
nor their Mexican or Spanish predecessors ever approached’ the 
native haunts of these tribes, unless in pursuit of some flying, 
predatory band. From time immemorial they have afflicted this 
country with their murderous visits. No treaty or concession 
can appease them, or stay their hands, and peace seeins abso- 
lately hopeless as long as one of them ‘lives or roams at large. 
When annexation! took ‘place, it was! anticipated that ‘the’ pow-. 
erful arm of the National Government would soon bring per- 
muncut relief, and that this was not the result’ before tlie late civil 
war 1s, no doubt, largely to be attributed to that same philanthropic 
spirit which always restraindd the hand short of the only result that 
could be permanently effectual—extermination, or total conquest and 
submission. But the continuance of this war after twenty-five years 
of annexation, and the circumstance that the frontier settlements— 
for the first time in American. histor y—are surrendered and aban- 
doned, are facts that seom now likely to induce some decisive action 
on the part of the authorities having this matter especially in charge. 
The present efficient miltary’ commander of this department made 
every effort possible, with ihe limited resources at his command, to 
protect | the frontier. He has urged on his superiors the establish- 
ment of a military telegraph along the frontier, and asked authority 
to embody, arm and equip the frontiersmen in minute compauies, 
and to pay them when employed in scouting, or on other duty against 
the Indians. Short- of the only remedy that can be effectual—total 
conyucst and submission of these tribes, and their colonization on 
Pa ves far from tke frontier —these arrangements seem the best 
lculated for protection; and it is suggested that as there may be 
ne m adopting them on the part of the general government, it 
would be well to provide for putting the plan in practice by the 
State government. There is no dcubt that the expense of it wiil be 
a considerable addition to the burdens we must prepare to carry, but 
I am sure that you will agree with me that the settlers must me pro- 
tected at any cost. 
ean to this question of the frontier is presented - that ‘of 
proposition to sell to the United States a part of the tr ae 
unsettled domain, to the end that the same be appropriated as a re- 
serve whereon to colonize the Indians of Texas and the neighboring 
territories. The attention of the Government of the United States 
to such arrangement might be asked if your body deems it expedient 
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to adopt this svggestion, and it is believed that a satisfactory and 
permanent settlement of our Indian troubles will thereby be soon 
eflected. 
You will, without doubt, esteem it within your powers and duty 
to encourage in every reasonable way, and with a due regard 
to economy, the growth of every species of manufacture 
and industry. Much can generally be done in this way without ex- 
penditures of the public money, or the grant of exclusive or excep- 
tional privileges, by the passage of general laws affording adequate 
protection to property. Manufacturers, I believe, can be stimulated 
by relief from taxation for a short term of years, and the State's in- 
come not unfavorably affected therehy; and our broad ahd treeless 
prairies invite the experiment here of State encouragement to the 
planting of trees, which seems to have succeeded well in States 
similarly conditioned. a | 
Among the most important interests in our State and one to 


stock raising. -at is estimated that ‘Texas can supply at this time 
a million of beeves for consumption beyond the State, besides other 
stock. and under proper encouragement the supply can be largely 
increased. There has been some unfriendly discrimination avainst 
‘exas cattle on the part of the authorities of neighboring States, on 
the charge that our cattle, healthy at home, introduce contagious 
diseases when driven abroad. However, it is believed that the real 
motive for this pretence is beginning to be understood; and that the 
intelligence of those States will soon remove these obstacles to the 
freedomof commerce. But while the prospects of the stock-raiser are 
' thus improving abroad, the laws for the protection of his property at 
home are very defective. During the disturbances of late years 
practices have become common in regard to herding, branding, kill- 
ing and selling cattle which well nigh destroy all safety for this kind 
of property. The laws now on the statute books do not provide an 
adequate remedy for this grievance, and a thorough revision and 
adaptation of these laws to existing wants is respectfully urged. 
Other subjects must receive your immediate attention as essential 
to the complete re-organization of the State gavernment, ‘and among 
those which are of sufficient importance to require special notice, I 
will refer to the organization and appointment of hoards of registry 
of voters, and of judges of- elections; the appointment of officers to 
fill vacancies where the law or constitution does not now provide 
therefor; to provide for removals and appointments to municipal 
offices until elections can be held in the respective cities and towns: 
to provide for and fix time and manner of elections. for such 
officers as are made elective; to provide for the “trial, punish- 
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ment and removal from office” of the class of officers referred 
to in section 6, article VIII, and to divide the State into con- 
venient judicial districts, so that the appointment of district judges 
may be made. Some of these matters are partially provided 
for in existing laws, which are defective, and should be revised. I 
here also refer you ‘to the report of the Attorney General, touching 
especially some suggestions made in regard to suits and prosecutions 
on behalf of the State, and modifications or amendments to the crimi- 
nal code. 

I have reserved, to the closing of my message, the discussion of 
the question of finance, as we can better understand what has to be 
done in this respect, after'a review of the various demands that must 
be provided for. It is not possible, under the circumstances, to make ' 
even a fair aproximation.to an estimate of the expenses, of our’ State 
government in the future, but it is safe to look to'a very large increase 
of c xpenditur e, even with the greatest care and economy. The popula- 
tion of the State is th ought to be near double that of 1860, and the 
expense of government seems to Increase in geometrical proportion 
to the addition of population of a State. Without more than the 
school system, the increased judiciary, and the Immigration Bureau 
provided .in the new Constitution, and the necessary police and ` 
militia organization,.an expense of near $1,500,000 must be 
expected, and provision must be made to procure the necessary funds 
for these purposes by taxation. The amount necessary for each ` 
purpose will altogether depend upon the plan adopted respec ctively. 

itis not likely, however, that, on the -whole, the ordinary expendi: 
tures will be less than the sum indicated. . l 

If it is concluded to give the State aid to any work of internal 
improvement, then a corresponding addition to expenditure may be 
looked for, it being made by the Constitution the duty. of your body 
in providing for any such work to also enact a law creating adeyuate 
means for “payment of interest, and two per cent. of “principal, 
annually. . 

The amount of cash ‘on hand on the third of September, 

1867, (when the late provisional government took charge) was 
$20,232 26; receipts from that date-to sixteenth inst., inclusive, 
were $1,384,191 80; total expenditures from the third of 
September, 1867, to Sietoonth inst., $1,021,851 81. The amount 
of cash in the treasur y, including balance of Convention fund, but 
exclusive of school and other special funds, on the sixteenth day of 
the current month, was $2952 97 in specie, and $413,746 92 in 
currency. Of this amount there is covered by appropriations made 
under military order since March 1, 1870, the sum of $37,127 14 
currency, which, with the sum‘of $8193 03 not accounted for by Mr.

otal thus ‘leaving 2,952 97 specie, and $368,426 75 in the 
Treasury subject to a ppropriation for support of the State Govern- 
ment. 

The debt of the State is small. Under the -act of November 12, 
1866, above alluded to, 5 per cent. State bonds, to amount of $82,- 
168 82 were issued te ‘the School Fund, and $134, 472 26 of same 
bonds to the University Fund. If this act is to ‘be respected the 
State is so much indebted to the: School Fund. The only other 
indebtedness is that of the ten per cent. warrants issued before the 
late war, and not excluded under the 64th Sec., Act XIL General 
Provisions. It will require some investigation to ascertain what 
amount of these warrants are valid claims against a State, but this 
cannot be considerable. 

Texas may therefore, substantially, be said to 7 out of debt. 

It will be noticed that in the Comptroller's report of assets the 
accounts bear from year to year the items ‘‘ Special School Fund,” 
$79,409 50, “ University Land Sale,” $10,800 41,” and “6 per 
cent. manuscript State bonds’? for Schosl Fund, $320,867 13. 
These items represent State warrants or State bonds issued’ during 
the war, and representing obligations which are now void, should no 
longer be borne on the Comptre oller’s reports. But the Comptroller 
considers it his duty to continue them until the Legislature directs 
otherwise. 

The whole system’ of collection of revenue must be revised and 
made more eff:ctive. The’ Constitution has made considerable 
chauge in respect to the manner of collecting the land tax, and it is 
to be "hoped that a system may be devised that will secure a lar ger 
share of collections from the taxas on this class of property than. has 
heretofore heen the case. Under Section 22, Article XU, you are 
required at once to provide for the condemnation and sale of alllands 
for taxes due. On this particular question, as well as the 
general regulation of the manner of collecting the taxes, I recom- 
mend favorably to your examination the suggestions contained in 
the twe communications to me from Hon. A. "Bledsoe, the Comp- 
troller, of 20th inst., copies of which are herewith placed ‘before you. 
Your attention ıs also called to the biennial report of thie late Comp- 
troller of August 31, 1869, with appendices, and the annual report’ 
of the late Treasurer, Hon. John F. Allan, now laid before you. 
Therein the condition of the finances,.s school and other special funds, 
and of ‘the railroads is more fully presented. 

This report from the Comptroller, and similar reports from all 
other officers, should hereafter be made annuaily, in conformity wi ith 
the Cuastitutional 3 provision for annual sessions of the Legisisture. 
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Finally, gentlemen, I trust that in these’ and other -matters 
that will come beiore you, your deliberations will resultin the estab- 
lishment of security and harmony within our State, and the general 
prosperity and happiness of our fellow-citizens.

Sir: Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, td EE was 
referred the communication: of Mr. A. D. Elam, claiming the seat 
of Hon. J. R. Burnett, have exammed into the merits of the same, 
and have the honor to make the following report : 

1. The facts are that Mr. A. D. Elam received in the Third 
District one thousand one hundred and forty-seven votes and Mr. 
Burnett one thousand one hundred votes; that Mr. Elam’s right to 
register as a voter was publicly challenged before the late election in 
Houston county, and his eligibility to a “seat in the House of Repre- 
sentatives contested at the late sitting at this House; that he was 
declared ineligible by the military board instituted by General Rey- 
nolds, and also by general orders issued by- General Rey- 
nolds, and was not therefore seated as a member of this body, and 
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the seat claimed by him was given by a vote of the House to My. 
Burnett, then contestant, who received the next highest number of 
votes ; that subsequently, and after the adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture, to wit: on the seventh ef March last, Mr. Klam’s ‘disabilities 
were removed by act of Congress. Under this’ s statement of facts, 
the Committee are clearly of opmion that the subsequent remov- 
al of Mr. Elam’s disabilities does not affect Mr. Burnett, who has 
been regularly qualified as representative from the Third Senatorial 
District, and thet Mr. Elam being ineligible at the time of his elec- 
tion, & and at the meeting of this bedy, and the seat claimed by him 

filled by vote of the House by his contestant, that he is not entitled 
to a seat in this House, bat that Mr. J. R. Burnett is justly entitled 
to the seat. 

2. The committee have .also examined into the charge’ of in- 
tinidation and fraud made by Mr. Burnett at “the last 
session of this House, and which was referred to this committee, 
and we find from the evidence, consisting of fourteen state- 
ments of registered veters -of the district, duly sworn 
to, and the sworn verbal statement ef witnesses, that fraud and in- 
timidation were practiced largely in Cherokee county on colored 
citizens, who were prevented irom voting the Republican ticket, as _ 
they desired to do. We believe from the evidence that; had there 
been an honest and free election in the district, the _Republican 

candidates would have received a much larger number of votes; and 
that Mr. Burnett would have been elected by a large majority. 

We think that the fraud and intimidation practiced in Cherokee 
county on the colored voters, and, in some instances, on white citi- 
zus, who were Republicans, should not go anrebuked and unre- 
dressed, and the committee recommend that the conduct of the elec- 
tion in that county be further inquired into, with, instructions to 
report whether the election in that county ought not to be set aside 

The committee submit the following resolation and recommend 
its adoption:

titled to his seat in this House as a Representative from the Third

Austin, Texas, May 10, 1870. 
IRA H. EVANS, a 
Speaker House of Representatives : 

SIR: Your committee to whom was referred the resolution passed 
by this House on the 9th inst., regarding the sale of newspapers, 
have the honor to report that they have had the matter under con- 
sideration, and respectfully submit the following as the result of their 
investigation : 

It seems it was the custom during the provisional session of this 
body, as it has been during the present, for the postmaster to sell 
what he and the sergeant-at-arms call the waste papers, or refuse 
papers, which are left on the desks of the members; and it has been 
ascertained that papers thus sold have been of a very recent date, 
sometimes only a day or two old. They have also ascertained that 
among the papers sold have been many with two cent postal wrappers, 
duly addressed and identified by members as papers addressed by 
them and left on their desks for mailing. The papers sold have been 
paid for at the rate of five cents per pound, and the money paid to 
Mr. H. L. Whitney, postmaster of the House. . 

The Postmaster and Sergeant-at-Arms were both before the com- 
mittee. The statement of the Postmaster is that he was authorized 
or directed, by the Sergeant-at-Arms_ to sell the waste papers which 
accumulated in the House ; and that, in accordance with this author- 
ity, he has sold papers, and divided the proceeds of. said sales with 
the -Sergeant-at-Arms, Mr. Douglass. In relation to having sold 
papers wrapped and addressed, he denies any knowledge of any such 
having been sold, or, rather, bemg sent down town for sale, and 
claims that if there were any they were put in the wrong sack by 
the pages, and that he knew nothing about it. 

The statement of the Sergeant-at-Arms is that he did.not author- 
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: . 
ize Mr. Whitney to seli the papers, but that he told him he could do 
what he pleased with them, and supposed he would sell them. He 
denies having received any money arising from the sale of papers, as . 
charged by the Postmaster, but acknowledges having received some 
' money from the Postmaster to buy cigars with. 

We know of no authority by which any officer of this body could 
dispose of the property of members, or of the property of the House, 
and if there were, the recent date of papers that have been sold 
would indicate unwarranted haste, want of economy, and disregard 
for the interest of the members—to say nothing of the criminal 
neglect of the Postmaster—which is as mildly as it can be charac- 
ter “ized, in includin ing in said Sales the mail of the members of this 
body. 

There exists among the nenian of the Housé a gener al complaint 
in relation to newspapers. The publishers of the Journal claim to 
- furnish 900 copies daily and hold receipts for that number, while 
members claim that they do not get, on an average, more than eight 
or nine copies, and sometimes not that many. 

The foregoing includes all matter coming properly before the 
‘committee, by the terms ‘of the resolution. 

They ask that the same be received as their report, and that 
they be discharged from further consideration of the subject.

Sir: A majority of the Judiciary Committee have the honor to 
report herewith a bill to be entitled “ An aet to provide for the 
appointment by the Governor of certain: officers to. fill vacancies,” 
and recommend its passage. The offices, the filling of which is 
provided for in the bill, are now vacant by reason of a failure to 
elect at the late general election held in this State, or by reason of 
failure of the officers elect to qualify according to law. It may be 
objected that the Constitution provides for the election of District 
Attorneys, as well as for that of some of the:other officers whose 
appointment is provided for in the bill; but there is nothing in the 
Constitution prohibiting the Legislature from providing by law for 
the appointment, by the Governor. of the officers, named. to. fill vacan- 
cies. 

A majority of the: Committee.are of the opinion that it would. be 
impracticable to hold. an election. in this State at this time, or at an. 
early day, there being, as yet,. no registration of: voters provided. for,, 
and the machinery of civil government not being yet in complete 
operation; and other reasons might be- found in. the unsettled: con- 
dition of many parts of the- State, where-we believe peace and: security 
are not fully assured to the citizens.

We protest against the action of the majority in this case, and 
against the passage of this bill, and recommend its rejection for the 
following reasons : 

First. Because the act’ is unconstitutional, in that it is in strict 
contravention to section twelve, article five of the State Constitution, 

which provides that district attor neys shall be elected by the quali- 
ficd voters of each judicial district. 

Second. Because it robs the people of the elective franchise, and 
attempts to clothe the Chief Executive with power not conferred upon 
him by the Constitution. 

Third. Because it contravenes section one, article six of the Con- 
stitution, which confers upon every male citizen of the United 
States “ of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, not laboring 
under the disabilities named ‘in this Constitution, without distinction 
of race, color, or former condition, who shall be a resident of this 
State at the time of the adoption of this ‘Constitution, the right to 
vote for all officers that are now elected by- the people.” 

Fourth. Because the Legislature have no.authoriry to confer upon 
the Governor an appointing power reserved by the people to them- 
selves, and that any attempt to do so is subversive of republican in- 
stitutions, and in violation of the Constitution of the State, which 
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declares “that the privilege of free suffrage shall be supported by 


law.” :

The county of Bexar contains something over fourteen hundred 
_ registered voters, and the county of Medina something over two hun- 
dred voters, and the line desired to be changed would cut off about 
sixty voters from Bexar to Medina; the line now is the natural 
boundary of the Medina river. To run it as prayed for, would make 
Medina county nearly if not quite square, and cut off a gore or slope 
from Bexar. a i 

Castroville, the county seat of Medina county, is located on Me- 
dina river, near the line of Bexar county, and many voters and citi- 
zens who reside in Bexar county are compelled to travel nearly 
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thirty miles to get to San Antonio, their -county site, when, if the 
line was changed, they could get to the county seat, "Castr oville, in 
from two to ten miles.”

GENTLEMEN: I think .it necessary to call your attention to the. 
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apparent necessity of an act declaring the umber by which the 
present Legislature is to be designated. 

Tf all bodies sitting in this State during the lets war, and terming : 
themselves ‘ Legislatur es,’ are to be connected, then this is the 
twelfth in number. The Constitution, however, in section thirty- 
three, article twelve (General Provisions), declares that the “ Legis- 
latures which sat in the State of Texas from the 18th day of 
March, A. D. 1861, until the 6th day of August, A. D. 1866, 
had no ‘ gonst tanon authority” to make laws binding upon the 
people of the State of Texas. 

The Legislature in being on the 18th day of March, 1861, was 
the eighth, and the two. following not being of ‘“ constitutional 
authority,” cannot be numbered, which makes the “ Provisional ” 
Legislature (assembled on 6th ‘August, A. D. 1866,) the ninth in 
or der, and consequently the present Legislature must be termed - ‘the 
€ tenth.” 

The proper settlement f this question now may hereafter be of 
Gensiderable importance in legal effect.

Sır: The undersigned, members of your committee to which 
was referred a bill entitled “ An act to provide for the enrollment of 
the Militia, the organization and discipline of the State Guards, and 
for the public defense,” dissenting from the majority report of said 
committee, respectfulty beg leave to submit the following minority. 
report. 
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Said bill should not, in our opinion, be passed into a law for the 
following reasons, to-wit : 

1. Because said bill places in the hands of the Governor a de-. 
gree of power not compatible with the genius of a republican gov- 
ernment, by allowing him, as provided in the third section of said 
bill, to reject any applicant for -admission into the State Guard at 
his pleasure; by allowing him to appoint and commission, unadvised 
and unrestrained by any other power of authority,'as provided for 
in section seven of said bill, all the general, field, couipany and staff 
officers, to command the military organizations to be created by said 
bill; and because, m all cases where the officers to be created are 
required to give bond, the amount of bond to be given is left wholly 
to the determination of the Governor.. i 

2. Because section twenty-six of said. bill, authorizing the Gov- 
ernor in certain emergencies to suspend the laws in any county or 
counties in this State is in plain and palpable violation of section 
ten of Bill of Rights, which says: ‘“‘The privileges of the writ of 
habeas corpus shall not be suspended, except by act of Legislature, 
in case of rebellion or invasion, when the public safety may require 
‘it’? And because the same section, wherein it provides that the 
expense of maintaining the military force to be, stationed in such 
county or counties where the laws are so suspended, may, in whole 
or in part, in the discretion of the Governor, be aszessed upon the 
people of the county or counties where the laws are so suspended, is 
in violation of section nineteen, article twelve, of the State Consti- 
tution, which provides that taxation shall be equal and uniform. 
The same section is in contravention of section twenty-eight, article 
twelve, of the State Constitution, in that it bestows on the Governor 
the power to appoint officers to assess and collect taxes for the main- 
tenance of the military force occupying the county or counties where 
the laws are suspended, whereas said twenty-eighth section, article 
twelve, makes it the duty of Justices of the Peace to assess the 
property in their respective precincts under such laws as shall be 
enacted by the Legislature, and the duty of the Sheriffs of the | 
several counties to collect the taxes so assessed. ` 

3. Section twenty-seven of said bill, authorizing the Governor to 
appoint officers, who are to constitute courts martial and military com- 
missioners for the trial and punishment of offenders in the county or 
counties where the laws may be suspended, as provided in section 
twenty-six of said bill, is in direct violation of section eight of the Bill 
of Rights, which provides that in all criminal prosecutions the accused 
shall have a speedy public trial by an impartial jury. The same 
section is also -in violation of section sixteen, Bill of Rights, which 
provides that “no citizen of this State shall be deprived of life, 
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liberty, etc, except by due course of the law of the land.” Also, in 
violation of section seventeen, Bill of Rights, which provides that 
“the military shall at all times be subordinate to the civil authority.” 
Said section ïs also in violation of the plain language of, section 
seventeen, -article five, of the Constitution, which provides that a’ 
“felony shall only be tried upon an indictment found by a grand 
jury, and that offenses of a less grade may be prosecuted on com- 
plaint, etc., and the party so prosecuted shall have the right of trial 
by ajury to be summoned in such manner as may be prescribed by |. 
law.” i a moe ; 

4, It is our sincere and deliberate conviction that the enactment.of — 
rigid laws upon the subject of crime, and their rigid enforcement by 
an able and sound. judiciary, will be aa appropriate and ‘sufficient 
remedy for thé evils that afflict the country; and in support of our 
belief in the suitability of the judicial arm of the State to suppress 
lawlessness and vice, to purify society and induce universal respect’ 
for law, we call-attention to page 57, Report of Attorney General, 
which says: There has been a greater respect for human life; and 
much less of the shedding of blood during 1869 than during the pre- 
vious year. And it may not be unreasonable to suppose that the 
executions which have taken place since the commencement of 1868, 
have had their influence, as there have been more persons executed 
within the State by authority of law than-ever before during twice 
or thrice the same period of time.” 

We have unwavering confidence that the Governor, who has been 
long in Texas, and has therefore a thorough knowledge of the law- 
yers of the State, who is himself a lawyer of unquestioned learning, 
and upon whose shoulders have rested, and with Lonor too, we are 
told, the judicial ermine, will nominate, and that the Senate will 
confirm an able and sound judiciary, and that the courts of the coun- . 
try, aided by such assistance as may be derived from a militia or- | 
ganization, built upon a basis less gigantic than that contemplated by 
this bill, and made subject to the call and control of the sheriffs of 
the various counties for local purposes, and to be subject_to the call 
of the Governor during invasion or rebellion, will meet all the ends 
and accomplish all the objects of good government, even in those 
portions of the State where there is the greatest tendency to dis- - .

Hon. IRA H. EVANS, 
Speaker House of Representatives : 

Sır: The Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds beg leave 
respectfully to report that they have had under consideration the. 
public buildings at the Capital, have examined the same, and beg 
leaye to submit the following as their report in part: a 

‘The building in which the Supreme Court holds its session should : 
_ be enlarged. newly furnished and in other respects repaired and im- 
proved. The roof of said building is very much out of repair, ad- 
mitting the water to pass to the rooms below, much to the injury of ’ 
the furniture and the books in the library. Your committee suggest 
that the roof should be entirely removed, and, in order that the 
building may be enlarged and made more commodious and suitable. 
for its legitimaté purposes. another story should be added to the 
building, to be properly and conveniently arranged for the use of the 
Court, and the whole covered éntirely anew. With these improve- 
ments judiciously made, your committee are’of the opinion that the 
wants of the Supreme Court, in this regard, will be amply supplied. 
The Executive Mansion, the General Land Office, and the Office of 
the Comptroller of Public Accounts are also in need of some repairs 
and additional furniture, and an appropriation should be made for 
that purpose. SO 

The same remarks are applicable to the buildings of the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum, and the Institution for educating the Blind, all of 
which are in need of the expenditure of considerable sums of money ` 
to render the same comfortable for their unfortunate occupants. 
For a period now of\ten years, but little attention has been paid to 
these buildings for want of proper legislation, and but little money 
expended in the necessary repair of the buildings. An adequate 
sum should at once be appropriated by the Legislature to place these 
buildings in good condition, and your committee will soon report all 
the necessary bills and resolutions to the House for the accomplish- . 
rent of these purposes, and ask that the same be passed. 

The State Lunatic Asylum has to this time principally engrossed 
the attention of your committee, and they are able to make a more 
extended report in regard to that institution. 

This building is found to be in a very dilapidated condition, and, 
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in the opinion of the vimus if per mitted to remain so much‘ 


longer, will become unsafe, and the occupation of it: dangerous to the 
lives of its inmates. Owi ing to the want of proper legislative appro- 


priations for so long a period of time, the, buildings, wholly inad- 


equate in themselves at best, dre so much out of repair that imme- 
diate work is required to render them secure and comfortable. 

The buildings, in the first place, are too small, were originally 
constructed on a scale too contracted and inferior, and are altogether 
entirely inadequate to suppl y the wants of a large State like Texas, 


constantly. and rapidly inéreasing in: ‘population as-it is, and, in the ai 


opinion of the committee, an entire new sot of‘ buildings, having the 
most ample aecommodations, located upon entirely new grounds, 
should be erected at as early a day, as practicable. © i 


Your committeè respectfully ‘report that the Legislature should at 


once make sufficient appropriations to erect such. new buildings, and, 
' m the meantime,- set apart an adequate fund to place the present 
buildings in a good, substantial and secure state of ‘repair, that the 
same may be comfor tably used until the new ones shall be ready for 
occupation. 

Your committee respectfully suggest that the par ticular location 
of the Lunatic Asylum is not, in their opinion, a proper and conve- 
nient one, that it would be for the interest of the institution that 
the buildings and. grounds now occupied be sold, and a location, with 
ample gr ounds, selected near the banks of the ‘Colorado, in the vi- 


cinity of this city, purchased for.the use of the State; and all neces-" 
sary improvements erected ther eon, commensurate with the wants of — 


the institution. 

In connection with this subject your committee would further 
respectfully report that in their opinion the necessities of the large 
class of unfortunate people, for whom the benevolence of the State is 
invoked, in the establishment of institutions of the kind under con- 
sideration, require that an additional Lunatic Asylum be erected, 
without delay, i in the Eastern portion of the State. 

By reference to the report of the Superintendent of the State 


Lunatic Asylum for 1869, it will be seen that the number of un- | 


fortunates in this class of our people, proper subjects for an asylum, 


already ‘amount to not less than one thousand, and it may reason- ` 
ably be presumed, from the prospective increase of population, that. 


even this appalling number may in the future be largely increased.

crowd together in any one institution of this kind, however large the

Tbe great distance from the East to 
Austin operates as an exclusion to all Northern and Eastern Texas 
from any benefits arising from the public beneficence in the estab- 
lishment of a State Asyium. . l , 
Friends prefer to take care of the unfortunates at home as best. 
they can, rather than subject themselves to the trouble and great in- 
convenience, and the unhappy patients to the wretchedness, attend- 
ing the long journey to reach the capital... And even Were ‘the’ ob- 
jection met, or in any manner removed, the simple statement of the 
fact that there are already. one thousand insane persons in Texas, 
strikes the, mind as conclusive that at least two institutions of the 
kind, of. the most ample facilities, should be immediately erected by 
the State. l í 
Your committee therefore recommend the passage of a bill: 
First, for the repairs of the buildings of the present State Lu- 
natic Asylum, and to refurnish the same as its wants demand. 


Second, the sale of the present site and buildings of said institu-, 


tion. | 
Third, the purchase of sufficient grounds near the river, at or 
near Austin, and the erection of suitable buildings thereon sufficient 
for the accommodation of nct less than four hundred patients; and 
Fourth, that an additional State institution of the kind be located 
in Eastern Texas, with like grounds purchased and ample buildings 
erected thereon for the accommodation of a like number of patients. 
Upon the subject of the location of the new State Asylum for 
East Texas, your committee beg leave respectfully to, suggest that 
in their opinion the said Institution should be located at Jefferson. 
That city is situated at the head of the navigable waters of Red 
River, through which channel communication is had with New Or- 
leans and the Eastern and Northwestern States, and by which the 
Institution could at all times be supplied with all things necessary 
to be imported for its use. The city, with a population already of 
ten to twelve thousand, is of large and increasing trade; is the depot 
and business point for a great portion of northern and eastern Texas, 
and is, therefore, in constant communication with the interior, and 
from the projected system of railroads which is destined to traverse 
the State, will soon be in direct communication by rail with almost 
every county in all that section of the State. Every facility in the 
way of water, fuel, provisions and supplies of every kind can be had 
with cheapness and dispatch, situated, as the city is, in a heavily 
timbered region and immediately upon the banks of a navigable 
stream. 
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Therefore, upon the score of ccnvenience, economy and accessibil- 
ity, the committee respectfully recommend the selection cf Jefferson 
as in all respects the most proper place in Eastern Texas for the 
establishment of an additional State Lunatic Asylum. 

Your, committee respectfully beg leave to report further, that 
they have partially had under consideration the’subject of the State 
penitentiary, and. recommend that a bill be passed appropriating 
twenty thousand dollars for the proper repairs and improvement of

The necessity for two such additional establishments must be ap- . 
parent to every member of tse Housé.. According to the report of . 
Colonel Dudley, the able Superintendent, the penitentiary at Hunts- . 
ville already contains nearly five hundred convicts, and it may safely 
be calculated that. upon a faithful and efficient administration. of law, 
as we hope soon to have, under an able judiciary and energetic law- 
officers ot the State, and from the immense increase of Immigration 
to which Colonel Dudley refers, the present list of convicts will, in _ 
all probability,.soon be swelled to two or three times that number. — 

Your committee believe that not more than four hundred convicts 
ought to be confined together in the same place of punishment, and 
hence the importance of making early provision for the division of 
the penitentiary into at least three parts, to be established in various 
parts of the State. . .  % 

` By such a plan the general good will be better, promoted, each- 
Institution will be more self-sustaining, because more accessible to 
the different sections of the State, to receive its supplies and diffuse 
its manufactured articles; the administration of justice and the’ in- 
iiction of punishment. will be more efficient and economical ;- the 
health and reformation of the convict himself better- secured, and 
the entire system managed and conducted with greater ease, and in. 
every aspect of the subject with manifest advantage to all the 
interests involved. = l . 7 

Your committee have suggested New Braunfels and Sulphur 
Springs because of the central position of the former in Western 
Texas, and of the latter in Northeastern Texas; because of the 
high and healthful location of each, the pure air and abundance of

State, in an insalubrious and malarious district, difficult of access to 
the large portioz of the citizens of the State, and altogether too near 
a large population from which’ such a class of patients ought to be 
removed. These objections themselves are insuperable, but it is not, 


norgever has been, the policy of a great ‘public-charity, or of any 
sanitary or other State Institution, in its inception or organization, ` 


to submit its final location—a question of such vast importance—to 
the hastily-formed conclusions of a small legislative committee. The 
bill for its establishment at the city of Jefferson is one that ought not 
to pass. Experienced men ought to be selected to determine upon 
a proper site for such an Institution, having in view primarily those 


surrounding agencies, such as salubrity of climate, opportunity. for | 


healthful exercise, and employment in‘ agricultural and other pur- 
suits; cheapness of material for the structure, and all other various 


considerations so absolutely indispensable in governing the first step 


in so important and-permanent a. public enterprise.

Your committee have examined the law and the decisions of the 
Supreme Court, and find, in Texas Reports, vol. xxiii., p. 349 et 
seq:, the following points decided bearing.upon this case. We quote 
from the synopsis of the decision in the case of the city of Galveston 
vs. Menard, as follows : 

“ By the civil law, the shores of the sea, bays and rivers belong 
to the nation that possesses the country of which they are part. 
But, while they are of .the class of public things, common to all, to 
which no exclusive right will ordinarily be granted, yet it often hap- 
pens that the public use may be promoted by allowing portions of 
them to become private property. | | TENETI 

. “The Legislatures of the several States may grant it, if not appro- 
priated by prescription or otherwise; provided it. does not infringe 
upon the power of the United States ‘to regulate commerce wi 
foreign nations and among the several States.’ - 

The shore of a sea or bay, as defined by the civil law, is the line 
of the highest tide in winter. By the common law, an ordinary 
grant of land upon a bay is limited to the line of ordinary high tide. 

‘‘The city has the right to open the streets to the channel unless 
it has lost it by prescription. 

“ The rights growing out of tbe dedication of a street vest in the 
town and its citizens, and are to. be protected by them for the public 
against the operation of the statute of limitations or the presump- 
tions arismg from adverse claim and possession, as they apply in 
‘eases of private right or public easements. 

“ As a consequence of the character of property in a street, or 
other common property, nothing short of a visible appropriation <f 
it, to the exclusion of the public, except at the discretion of the 
owner, ean be held to be adverse.” 

Your committee is ot opinion that the State should hold and exer- 
cise exclusive proprietorship over the flats in question, unless the 
same has-been lost by grant or statute, of which we find no evidence, 
or lost by prescription, of which alone the courts can determine, and 
the Legislature has the unquestionable right to control the interests 
possessed by the State, and is bound, in justice to the people, to so 
provide that these rights shall be so administered as to produce the 
greatest good to the greatest number. Hence it is deemed safer and 
more conducive to the public welfare that the control and adminis- 
tration of the flats pertaining to the State shall -be ceded and con- 
ferred upon the city of Indianola. rather than to any person, com- 
pany or corporation in the nature of a monopoly. In view of these 
facts your committee recommend a substitute for the bill referred ta 
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them, herewith returned, and urge its passage, the same embodying ` 
the views j in this report. l

1. Because it provides for the elevation of the military above the 
civil authority, by the act of the Governor of. the State. 

Section seventeen of: the State Constitution, which we are sworn 
to observe, declares the military shall at-all times be subordinate to 
the civil authority. 

: 2.' it does this. by authorizing ‘the shispension of the civil law, in 
the twenty-fifth section of the act. The constitution, in cases of 


rebellion or invasion, authorizes the suspension of the writ of habeas. 


corpus. But the suspension of that writ is not a suspension of. civil 
law, except to that limited extent ; and in no case ein the Governor 
ever lawfully suspend even this. branch of civil law. `. 

First. Because the Constitution confers the power to do so Se 
the Legislature ‘alone. 

Second, No Legislative power can be delegated. All the deci- 
sions of all English and American courts have uniformly declared 
the maxim, ‘‘ Delegatum est non delegare.” 


Third. The Governor is made-Commander-in-Chief of the Militia, : 


unless they are called into the service of the United States. See 
Constitution, article six, section five. 

But the power to raise. and support armies.is vested exclusively i in 
the Federal Government. See paragraph thirteen, section eight, 
Constitution of the United States. 


The organization and discipline of the State Guards, and the 


provision for their pay, is the raising and support of an army in 
each and every particular that characterizes an arm 
4. Section fourteen, article fourteen, Constitution of the: State, 


declares that “the Governor shall. hold no office, civil or mili- i 


tary, except that of. Governor.” To be Governor. is to be Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Militia. But to be Commander-in-Chief 


of the State Guards, organized, disciplined and paid (as distin- 


guished from the Militia) is to hold an office strictly military. It is 
no answer to say that the Militia and State Guards are one and the 
same ; and that authority to-command the one embraces authority 
to organize, discipline and command the.other. Because the act 
itself makes and recognizes the distinction; broad and patent upon 
its face. 

5. Article seven, section one, authorizes the Governor to call out 
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the militia to “ suppress insurrection or repel invasion.” The 
Legislature is not authorized to call them out in any event, nor can 
the Governor, except for the purpose named in the constitution. No ` 
one, no power, can lawfully call out the militia’ in case merely of 
“ resistance of civil process, or breach of the peace, or imminent 
danger thereof,” as provided in the twenty-sixth section of this act. 
To execute civil process or preserve the peace isa civil and not a 
military proceeding. The officers of the law have the right, in such 
necessary cases, to summon a posse comitatus. But under this 
act the Governor can call out all.the militia and deploy the whole 
standing army of “ State Guards,” should A insult B or should 
C and D have a controversy relative to the proper branding of a 
calf. a 

6. The constitution, section nineteen, article twelve, declares that 
“ taxation shall be equal throughout the State.” Yet the twenty- 
sixth section of this act authorizes a special levy of taxes on any 
one county where the laws are suspended, and makes the Governor 
the Legislative power to provide laws governing its assessment and 
collection. 

T. The twenty-seventh section also delegates the law making 
power to the Governor. All of which is contrary to the universal 
maxim, “that which is delegated to the Legislature by the consti- 
tution cannot be delégated by them to another branch of the Govern- 
ment.” l l 

8. The body of the act and the whole theory of its operation isat 
war with the constitution of the State, and directly m the teeth of 
that of the Federal Government, which latter has an army already 
in our borders, and can increase it at will whenever occasion requires 
to maintain civil authority. 

It is also a reckless and even ridiculous assault upon all English 
and American traditions of personal liberty and private rights, 
denies trial by jury and substitutes military tribunals, empowering 
the Governor to defy the constitution which he and the Legislature 
are sworn to support, and invites him to trample upon constitutional 
law which he promises to see faithfully executed. 

He can and will accept no ‘‘attorneyship” which empowers him 
to destroy the organic law of Texas and disregard that of the 


Federal Union.

On the day which terminated the first grand State Fair of Texas, 
an event occurred in France which, by a happy coincidence, illus- 
trates the views of the wisest statesman either of the Republic cf 
America or the Empire of France as to the true ends and objects of 
human governments when. administered in the interests of the people. | 

On that day'whicli terminated in the complete triumph of the ` 
First Grand Agricultural and Mechanical‘ Exposition df the State 
of Texas, the ‘Emperor of France met the legislative bodies in sol- 
emn assembly to receive the result of action of the eight millions of 
French voters who had just pronounced in favor of peace and pros- 
erity. i T 
: On that august occasion Napoleon congratulated the people upon 
the signal evidence afforded by their votes of “their continued confi- 
dence in universal suffrage,” and pledged himself to labor “‘to diffuse 
instruction ;’’ to introduce into the code ‘‘ameliorations in favor of the 
agricultural interests, and to develop the public: works.” ‘ Such,” 
he adds, ‘‘is our programme,. which,.if realized, will increase the 
progress of civilization.” . ak 

Your committee would respectfully represent. that if an imperial 
government, which, within this week, formally announces a pro- 
gramme ‘‘in favor of the agricultural interests and public works,” 
' as best calculated to ‘‘ increase the progress of civilization” and

own upon this continent, claiming to be a government of the repre- 
sentatives of all the people, such a programme, ‘in favor of the agrı- 
cultural ‘interests, the public works,” and the development of me- 
chanical skill of' Texas, is not unworthy the grave legislative consid- 
eration of your honorable body. The happiness and wealth of a 
people, whether living under an empire ora republic,-and the “ in- 
creased progress of civilization ” itself, is absolutely dependent upon 
fostering and encouraging “ the agricultural interests,” which lie at 
the foundation. of a nation’s life, “ the development of public works,” 
and the mechanical: appliances necessary for that development. l 

Such is the grand object of a wise government : the development 
and encouragement of those great interests which most contribute to 
the happiness, the. wealth and the prosperity of those represented by 
that government. It was to develop these great material interests . 
m Texas that the projectors of the “ Agricultural, Mechanical and - 
Blood Stock Association” organized the First Grand State Fair. It 
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was because the representatives of the people, now assembled at the 
State Capitol, fully recognized the true objects of a government 
claiming to. be republican, to be the fostering and encouragement, by 
all appropriate legislation, of the grand purposes of the State Fair, 
which looked to the development of the agricultural, mechanical and 
stock-raising interests of our people. It was, we say, because this 
Legislature was in full sympathy with the grand + jects of the First. 
State Fair of Texas, that this committee was honored with an ap- 
pointment to visit and report upon the same to your honorable body. 

Your committee has discharged the duty of visitation, careful ex- 
amination and inspection of the various departments of industry 
wherein Texas was, for the first time, brought mto practical compe- 
tition with the skill and genius and: industries of other States, and 
herewith respectfully submit their report: ` : 

We found that on-an:area of six enclosed acres, with an ample 
amount of fire-proof shedding to give complete protection from the 
elements of fire and water, within twenty feet of a railway, and the 
same distance from tide-water navigation, the Association had filled 
this vast space with a collection of agricultural, mechanical and 
blood stock exhibits from the various counties of Texas, and 
especially the more advanced States of the Northwest, as never 
before had been seen in such variety, and quantity and quality, in 
Texas. For days every ayenue of approach, by rail and steam- 
hoat and wagon was crowded with visitors, .manifesting the deep 
interest felt by our people in the great objects of the exposition. 
Ten thousand persons was the least estimate, at one time, of the 
assembled multitude; and the remarkable order, decorum, sobriety, ` 
and the absorbing interest manifested in the progress of the ex- 
hibition was a subject of- favorable comment and surprise, mani- 
fested by the exhibitors and numerous strangers from other States. 

Exhibitors at the First.Annual State Fair of Louisiana, and 
other disinterested judges of such occasions, were free to express 
the opinion that the First State Fair of Texas had surpassed the 
first of this our sister State in all the elements of unquestioned 
success; and of twenty-six fairs in other States, it was the ob- 
servation of an experienced and disinterested observer who had 
been in attendance upon the same, that it had not been surpassed by 
any one.of the twenty-six, in the variety and excellence of the ex- 
hibits, nor the deep interest of the assembled thousands. i 

Your committee will not attempt a prolix.report of minute details 
that might be inappropriate and tedious. ‘The deepest interest 1$ 
doubtless felt in the result of the exhibit of staples and productions 
of Texas growth, and of machinery and implements and fabrics of » 
exclusive Texas manufacture. l 
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Some twenty thousand copies of the- official report of the result of 
the awards, and the articles exhibited, will .be circulated in all the 
counties of Texas by the enterprising managers of the Fair Associa- ` 
tion, and it would be inappropriate to here give but a brief resume of ` 
what was demonstrated to be a triumph of Texas culture, skill, 
mechanical genius and industry. l 

In diversity of productions of our varied soil and climate, ranging 
through several degrees of latitude and longitude, the result of the 
exhibition “demonstrated that Texas absolutely surpassed all other 
States in this Union ; and that in all articles of home consumption, ` 
including the necessities and luxuries of civilized existence, both in 
food and clothing, our beloved State had all the essentials to main- ` 
tain an unlimited population, without the necessity, of importing from 
abroad a single ‘article (save coffee;} demonstrating that with capital — 
and skilled labor Texas could become a.vast exporting State, without 
the necessity of exchanging productions to maintain ‘the balance of. 
exchange, and insuring to our people who labor sources of ‘wealth 
surpassing the mines of California. Texas sugar, Texas corn, oats, 
barley and rice, Texas castor beans (which are becoming an attrac- 
tive and profitable object of production), Texas peas of all varieties, `- 
potatoes, broom corn, tobacco, the Ramie plant, garden vegetables, 
productions of the Texas dairy, butter and cheese, native wines, rec- 


tified liquors and lager beer, demonstrated that, in variety and qua- `` 


lity, our State was unsurpassed, the article of Texas flour alone tak- 
ing the premium over the best and oldest brands of the Northwest. 

Texas wools and cottons of all classifications ; the Sea Island, the 
growth of Harris county, which had realized eighty-five cents gold 
per pound in the Galveston Cotton Market, being justly awarded ` 
the premium as unsurpassed by any similar staple of any Gulf. or 
South Atlantic State. l . 

After a resume of the Agricultural Department, the Texas manu- - 
factures next demanded our attention and report. 

The result demonstrated -that the products of our cotton and 
woolen factories, carding machines, shops for working wood, 
iron and leather, beef packeries, mills for grinding cotton’ 
seed and. castor beans were represented. It is with unalloyed 
' State pride and pleasure, that we announce that the Braunfel’s woolen 
fabrics, and the Houston City cotton goods, including yarns, Low- 
ell’s and Osnabergs, not only distanced all competition, but at the 
Louisiana State’ Fair were awarded the premium as surpassing the 
textile fabrics of all other Southern States. This remarkable and. 
unexpected result .of the. exhibit of our yet infant factories, both 
woolen and cotton, demonstrates. an element of State wealth that 
calls for special mention. . 
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Very recently there was an exposition of textile fabrics in Cin- 
cinnati. The association under whose auspices the exposition in that 
city was conducted, in its reported resolutions, spoke of “the unex- 
pected and varied excellence of the goods sent from the South ;” and 
the New York Times, calling attention to these indicaticns of the 
growth of manufactures at the South, quotes from a tabular state- 
ment published in connection with this exposition, from which it a 
pears “ that Georgia has already twenty-one cotton mills, and North 
Carolina seventeen; Virginia and Tennessee have each ten; and 
Alabama, South Carolina, Mississippi, Texas and Arkansas all have 
more or less. The total is considerable. And it is only the begin- 
ning of: a movement, the growth of which will be co-extensive with 
the wealth acquired from the crops. Before the war the planters’ 
surplus was invested in slaves. Now, it finds its way into manufac: 
tures, which promises henceforward to be the popular form of invest- 
ment, and the Southern people enterprisingly propose to be their 
own manufacturers.” 

The committee would add that this triumph of Texas factories has 
been achieved at an outlay and amid discouragements, resulting from 
a scarcity of skilled iabor and other causes, that invokes the fostering 
legislation of your honorable body ; and your committee is in the pos- 
session of valuable data, which when called for, will be appropriately 
referred to the Committee on Manufactures. l 

There was on exhibition the new textile, of indigenous growth, 
the ramie plant, for which the soil and climate of . Texas has-been 
proven to be pecuharly adapted. As this remarkable fibre will soon 
enter largely into the productions of our State, and prove to be an 
element of great wealth, special mention of it is necessary. The 
fibre on exhibition was white, soft and glossy, resembling floss silk, 
stronger than the best flax, and receives the most difficult dyes with- 
out injury. The numerous successful experiments of silk, woolen, 
lace, linen, and cotton manufacturers. in several States, and still 
more extensively in Europe, have created a demand for this new and 
valuable staple far beyond the present production or means of supply. 
It is discovered that the ramie grown on the alluvial lands of 
the Lower Mississippi has a very long and exceedingly fine fibre, far 
superior to that grown in its native country, Java, and that the yield 
per acre is greater. In any of the more southern cotton States 
ramie can be harvested at least three times a year, and each harvest 
or cutting will produce between nine and twelve hundred pounds, 
making an average annual crop of about three thousand pounds of 
crude, unprepared fibre, worth at present in Europe ten cents, specie, 
per pound. In preparing the fibre for manufacturing purposes, 1t 
loses about one-half, increasing it in value to sixty-five cents per 
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und. > Thus it is: apparent that ramie, requiring comparatively 
little tillage to produce such magnificent results, is the «most profit- 
able crop that the planter can cultivate. $ 

The estimated value of the Texas cotton crop for 1869 is thirty 
million dollars, gold. We cannot forbear to reproduce the com- - 
ments of a close observer, in connection with the subject of 
investments for our vast surplus state capital, suggested by our ob- 
servations at this fair; a large proportion of this: amount will be 
surplus for investment, as it will not be required by" the planter to : 
pay off.debts. A comparatively small portion of it will be required 
for purchasing supplies for another year, for planters generally have 

: i s el $ me 
profited by the lessons of the past, and havé raised grain crops in’ 
addition: to cotton. i 

“ The Southern people, and especially the planters, are in a better 
condition financially than they have ever been since the war, for they 
are comparatively free of debt, and as there are no negroes to buy 
and no necessity of adding to their landed property, this vast sum of 
money can be devoted to building foundries, factories, mills, import- 
ing improved machinery, increasing our present means of transporta- 
tion, opening new routes of commerce, and to the development gen- 
erally of the resources of the country. Ten per cent. on two hundred 
and fifty millions, the value of the crop of 1869, is twenty-five mil- 
lions, and even if this sum alone were expended in enterprises of the 
kind we have mentioned, in the sections where the cotton was raised, 
what a tremendous difference it would make; and if the system were 
kept up for a few years the South would soon become the most inde- 
pendert and richest country on the face of the earth.” 

But your committee must pass rapidly on in a feeble attempt to - 
generalize amid the vast display of Texas mechanical:skill. It is a 
fact as gratifying as unexpected that a Texas made buggy tock the 
premium over the celebrated “ Concord ” of New Hampshire. This 
was the product of a Houston factory, and the award conferred by 
disinterested. non-residents. . a 

In furniture, cabinet joiner’s and .turner’s work, upholstery, 
clothing, boots, shoes and saddlery, Texas trok well deserved pre- 
miums, demonstrating a mechanical skill equal to any State, and ` 
worthy of home patronage. ee 

In farm and plantation implements the Hempstead combination — 
and the turning plow deservedly bore off the premium against the 
powerful competition of the Western and New England plows. 

The stock department was represented by exhibits and blooded 
stock from other States especially, of great attraction. The defi- 
ciency from Texas demonstrated the necessity of the “ Blood Stock 
Association’ as a primary department of this State Fair. 
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Of tke eight steam stationary engines on the ground two were of 
Texas manufacture, to-wit: the City of Houston. These specially 
arrested attention for their beauty of finish and perfection of mechan- 
ism. It affords us deep gratification to announce that a Texas steam 
engine took the chief premium. 

There were Texas manufactured cigars from Texas tobacco; Texag 
provisions, cured and salted meats, lard, pork and beef, were of 
abundance and of superior excellence; also soaps, common bar and 
fancy. oa ‘ 

The Art Department occupied an entire building, and the splendid 
specimens of the labors of the needle and the pencil demonstrated 
the artistic taste and proficiency of the fair women of Texas. 

This report cannot close without special mention of a most 
magnificent display of rare exotics in the spacious floral pavilion, 
ornamented with a fountain. 

The result demonstrates that this climate will, with the proper 
care, admit the reproduction of the most rare and beautiful creations 
of the floral kingdom. Texas is entitled to receive her pro rata of 
exotics from the national gardens at Washington, through her 
Federal representatives, and we would respectfully suggest the 
transmission of this pro rata to the most successful florist of the 
Southwest, Mr. Whitaker of Houston, for reproduction and propa- 
gation and State dissemination. 

It is due to this association to state that among the awards for the 
second Texas State Fair in 1871, premiums of great value, both in 
money, gold and silver medals, and plate, are offered for Texas field 
crops of every department of agriculture. When an association of 
private citizens have thus successfully undertaken an enterprise of 
this State magnitude and benefit so fully calculated to stimulate 
production and industry, it is entitled to more than- simple recogni- 
tion by this Legislature, and should be placed in equal rank with 
such beneficent enterprises in all other States.’ 

The advantages of such expositions have not been deemed 
unworthy the attention, governmental aid, and in fact control and 
management of the most enlightened and progressive nations in 
Western Europe. The world fairs of London and Paris, (at the 
latter of which especially all the States of the Union were represented 
but Texas) brought into comparison and comnetition the productions, 
fabrics and mechanical genius of the old and new worlds. England 
there discovered the superiority of the French loom, which’ resulted 
in a change of machines in all her factories. 

Tt was at these international fairs that the great States of the 
Northwest furnished an exhibition of their mineral resources and 
wealth of soil, which aided in giving direction to the steady stream 
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of thrifty immigrants that have since made those States both wealthy 
aud populous. 

While we deem it the duty of the’ State government to, foster and 
encourage her own State fair, Texas should not be unmindful that 
she has again re-entered the great family of American States and 
should at once take rank among the foremost in a generous and 
laudadle emulation for rapid material dey elopment. Her sons should 
not only emulate each otlier in the exposition of the fruits of their 
industry and genius in ‘thelr own annually recurring | State: fair 
hereafter to ‘be held; but your committee - would respectfully urge 
tke appointment of a commission, by authority of your Legislature, 
to superintend the repr esentation of Texas. products, minerals. and 

soiis at the World Fair to be held in-London the fall of this, year, in. 
a der to aid in divecting capital and labor to the inviting fields of the 

Southwest, whisk now, since: the abrogation of slavery, is thrown: 
open to the teeming nations of the older. civilizations of what was 
once the homes of our ancestors. - 

We cannot close without tendering our acknowledgments for die 
extraordinary -honors, courtesy and hospitality with which your 
official representatives were received by the State Fair directors, 
city authorities and citizens of Houston. Your official recognition 
of the first State fair was generously appreciated and taken as 
evidence that this Legislature is not only progressive in statesman- 
ship, but earnestly desire to fester and encourage the great agricul- 
tural interests and mechanical arts, which are the very basis of our 

wealth and prosperity, and to maintain which should be the primary 
pur pose of material legislation. 

Trusting that our mission has not been seattle to the State, by 
securing a fund of information for the proper committees that may - 
aid and. give direction to wise and judicious legislation, your com- 
mittee respectiully submit this their eee upor of their mission. .

Absolute sovereignty of the 
people is the great principle upon which all free governments rest. 
The privilege of electing those who shall rule over them and admin- 
ister their laws, is a natural, inherent and indefeasible right, and pro- 
duces in them that feeling or security, that respect and confidence in 
their government, that love of country and patriotism, without which 
no free government cap long exist. . 

2. The appointing powers of the Governor are already very great, 
and it imposes additional labors and duties upon him which he, by 
no means, is as capable of performing as the people who are imme- 
diately interested. | 

3. Because the Legislature should “enact laws that would bear 
alike upon all, and with equal justice to all.” If the Legislature 
can and does extend the appointing power to the Governor for a time, 
it can, with equal propriety, do so for all time to come, which would _ 
be unjust and oppressive’ to the people, and destructive to republican:

incumbent on me as a member of the Legislature according to 
the best of my skill and ability agreeable to, the Constitution’ and 
laws of the United States and of this State, so help me God.”  : , 

2. It also appears that said Armstrong was a member of the'Leg- : : 
islature after secession and during the rebellion, and took the follow- 
` ing oath: “I, M. L. Armstrong, do solemnly swear that I will faith- 
fully and impartially discharge and perform all the duties incumbent 
on me as a member of the Legislature according to the.best of my 
skill and ability agreeable to the Constitution and laws of the Con- 
federate States of America, so long as the State of Texas shall re- 
main a member of the Confederacy, so help me God.” ` 

3. It further appears that during the existence of said rebellion 
said Armstrong was elected a justice of the peace tor Lamar county, 
and after taking the oath last above written, entered upon the dis- 
charge of his duties by exercising the functions of said office. _ 

4. It still further appears that, after the termination of said re- 
hellion, and. during thé year 1869, he, the said Armstrong, while 
laboring under the disabilities named in the Fourteenth Amendment, 
was appointed Clerk of the County Court of Lamar county, and 
took the following oath : l f i 

“I,-M. L. Armstrong, do solemnly swear that I have voluntarily 
given no aid, countenance, counsel- or encouragemnt to persons en- 
gaged in armed hostility to the United States; that I have neither 
sought, nor accepted, nor attempted to exercise the functions of any 
ofice whatever, under any authority or pretended authority in hos- 
tility to the same; that I have not yielded a voluntary support to 
any pretended government, authority, power or constitution within 
the United States hostile or inimicable thereto; that, to the best of 
my skill and ability, I will defend and support the United States 
against all enemies, foreign and domestic; that I take this oath 
freely, and without mental reservation or purpose of evasion, so 
help me God.” l l l 

5. Again, it appears that, at te election sibmitting the Constitu- 
tion for ratification or rejection, to the people of this State, and for 
the election of officers thereunder, said Armstrong was elected to 
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represent the voters of the District in the Legislature, which 
assembled at the Capitol, in the city of Austin, on the — day of 
February, 1870, and in compliance with the requirements of Gene- 
ral Orders No. 21, from. Headquarters Fifth Military District, took 
and subscribed the oath as follows: > ` ip 

“I, M. L. Armstrong, do solemnly swear that I have never held 
the office or exercised the duties of a member of the Legislature of 
any State of the United States, nor held any civil office created by 
law for the administration of any general law of any State, or -for 
the administration of justice in any State or under the laws of the 
United, States, and‘ thereafter engaged ‘in insurrection or rebellion 
against the same, or given aid or comfort to its enemies, or rendered; _ 
except in consequence of direct physical force, any support or aid to 
any insurrection or rebellion against the United States; nor held 
any office under, or given any support to any government of any 
kind organized and acting in hostility to. the United States, so help 
me God.” | 

6. That, in consequence of said Armstrong having been a mem- 
ber of the Legislature of the State of Texas prior to secession, and 
afterwards during said rebellion held and exercised various offices in 
said State, and given aid and counsel to persons engaged in insurrec- 
tion against the United States, was declared by a military board, ap- 
pointed by the Commanding General of the Fifth Military District, 
to be ineligible as a member of the Legislature. 

And a majority of your committee, in view of all these facts, and 
after a full, fair and impartial investigation of all the evidence, both 
for and against the said Armstrong, have arrived at the conclusion 
that he, the said Armstrong is not only wholly ineligible, but has 
pursued a very inconsistent course; and your committee regret ex- 
‘ceedingly to have to record him as having committed the high crime 
of perjury, and if not in the silent workings of his own thoughts he 
feels guilty, he stands condemned before the world and high Heaven; 
and your committee, without presuming to be his judge, dismiss him 
with as deep sincerity as it was ever pronounced from the bench to 
a condemned criminal, “May God Almighty have mercy upon his 
soul.” That Van Noy is entitled to the seat now held by him.

Elections, presents this, his minority report in the case of M. L. 
Armstrong vs. Van Noy. It appears from the testimony produced 
before the committee, that M. L. Armstrong was elected by the quali- 
fied electors of the Eleventh Senatorial;District as one of the repre- 
sentatives from said district, having received at said election six 
hundred and six votes, whilst Van Noy-recéived five hundred'and 
thirty-two votes. M. L. Armstrong’s right to a seat in this body 
was not, nor is still lawfully contested by Van Noy. | But it is con- 
tended by the majority of the committee that M. L. Armstrong, by 
reason of having taken an oath,on the eighteenth day of March, 
1861, to support the provisional government of the Confederate 
States of America, is disqualified from holding his seat in this House; 
the testimony of G. W. Wright, T. M. Mundine and Dr. Owens 
proves conclusively that M. L. Armstrong, in‘ taking said oath, did 
so under protest, not to aid said provisional government, but to de- 
feat, if possible, the same, and as far as he could to protect the 
Union or loyal men of Lamar county, the county which he had the 
honor to represent, containing a large Union element, and in which 
a large majority voted against the ordinance of secesssion, (say 
three hundred and forty-three votes). The journals of the extra- 
ordinary session, before and after the ordinance of secession, will tes- 
tify that M. L. Armstrong did not at any time aid the secession 
cause, nor is there any evidence in the possession of the committee 
that goes to prove that he did engage in insurrection or rebellion, or 
give aid and comfort to the enemies of the Government of the United 
States before or since the war; ‘but, on the contrary, he used every 
means in his power to defeat the success of the Confederate cause. 
These facts having been substantially proven, the. undersigned be-

1. Because he was fairly elected one of the representatives by a 
majority of the. qualified electors of the Eleventh Senatorial Dis-

2. That his seat is not contested on the grounds of fraud or 
intimidation. : 

3. Armstrong, in taking the oath prescribed by the so-called 
Confederate Convention, did not afterwards engage in insurrection ` 
or rebellion, or give aid or comfort to ,the enemies of the United 
States, and did not take said oath aforesaid with the view of aiding 
the rebellion, but on the contrary, to aid the Union cause and uphold 
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the sentiments of the Union people of the State, and according to 
the instructions of General Reynolds to the Board of Registrars 
which is to be found on page —. M. P. Armstrong could not only 
register, but hold office under the Reconstruction Acts prescribed 
by Congress and the Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States. l 

4. The Convention had no power to prescribe an oath to the 
members ; it was illegal and not binding, and was so declared b 
Sam Houston at the time, and said oath was taken under protest, by 
Whitmore, Norton, Armstrong, and other Union men; therefore 
be it wa ` :

SIR: Your Committee upon Public Debt beg leave to report 
that they have examined with great care the pubhe indebtedness and 
present the annexed abstract as a part of this report. This abstract 
has been carefully compiled from the books of the Comptroller, and 
it will be observed that the first two items named in the State in- 
debtedness are the first offspring of the rebellion in 1861. ‘These 
items can form no part of the legitimate’ debt of the State. Under 
the pretense of organizing military companies for frontier protection, 
eight per cent. bonds were issued by an illegal Legislature (an au- 
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thority that was null and void ab initio,) to the amount of $18,100, . 
which is now borne on the Comptroller’s accounts as. a part of the 
debt of the State. Apart from all want of power to create such a 
debt, it is well known that these frontier or minute men were mus- 
tered into the service of the rebellion, and waged war against the 
government of the United States. The act from which the author- ~ 
ity to issue these bonds is derived, bears date of March 20, 1861, 
and a further act of. April 8, 1861, involved the State in an addi- 
tional indebtedness of $45,407.17, in which it is specifically stated 
that the debt’ so contracted was for “the military defense cf the 
State,” then at war against the government of the United States. 
By section thirty-four of the ‘general provisions of the constitution, 
the Legislature is prohibited from making provision. for the ac- 
knowledgment or payment of any debts created between the twenty- 
eighth day of January, 1861, and the fifth day of August, 1866; 
and all unpaid balances due for either military or civil service, prior 
to January 28, 1861, are declared by the constitution to be forfeited, 
if the claimant engaged thereafter in rebellion, or gave aid or coun- 
tenance thereto. This constitutional provision will doubtless redtice 
the debt now appearing upon the Comptroller’s books to within the 
sum of two hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars. But it is not 
within the power of your committee, or even the Comptroller him- 
self, to approximate with any degree of certainty the exact amount 
of debt that is legitimately and constitutionally owing by the State. 
The ten per cent. warrants now outstanding and unpaid, according 
to the Comptroller’s report, amount to $76,009.79. Of this sum. it 
is believed that very little will be found that will not be canceled by 
the constitutional prohibition, thus reducing the actual mdebtedness 
of the State to the amount of specie debt last noted in the table ac- 
companying this report. 

It appears from the printed report of the Comptroller, that there 
is now due and unpaid by defaulting officers of the State, the sum of 
$340,055.04, an amount sufficiently large to pay every cent of pub- 
he debt that is now legally due and owing by the State. This large 
amount of money due the State is borne upon the Comptroller’s 
books, and among them are sums for taxes dating back as early;as 
1837. By the report of the Attorney General it will be seen that 
efforts made for the collection of these debts through the recognized 
channels.of the law, have not been successful; and your committee 
propose, in the accompanying bill which they present, a remedy for 
this evil and a manner of final settlement. It is believed by your 
committee that.a very large part of the three hundred and forty 
thousand dollars can be collected through the operation of the law 
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proposed ; wherefore, your committee have the honor to report the 
enclosed bill, and recommend it do pass.

SIR: The undersigned, a member of your Committee on Coun- 
ties and County Boundaries, dissenting from the conclusions to 
which a majority of the committee arrived, would respectiully pre- 
sent the following minority report: 

The undersigned would state, the county of Grimes contains nine 
hundred and two (902) square miles; that the bill proposing to 
create the county of Peebles very largely intrenches on the county 
of Grimes, and if passed, will reduce Grimes county to about seven 
hundred (700) square miles, and leave the town of Anderson, the 
county site, ` far from the geographical centre of the courity. "The 
policy adopted i in the constitution of the Republic of Texas, in 1886, 
was not to permit new counties to be created,-or old ones reduced 
to a less area than nine hundred (900) square miles, unless by a vote 
of two-thirds of the Legislature. The same provision is found in 
the new constitution. 

It appears from the statement made by the committee that five or 
six hundred persons have petitioned for the creation and organization 
of a new county; yet Grimes county has a voting population of not 
less than three thousand registered voters, all of whom, except those 
memorializing your honorable body, are opposed to the dismember- 
ment of Grimes count y It would be strange logic, as well as most 
unjust to the great body of the people of the county of Grimes, to 
grant the prayer of the petitiovers. 

Therefore, in the name of the people of that county, I protest 
against the passage of the bill reported by the committee. 

There might be some pretext for the passage of the bill if the 
people of this county had been ‘consulted as to the proposed new 
eounty. lt i is believed that because the Brazos river overflows. its 
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banks every -year or twice a year, it doris no good reason why a 
new county should be created; if so, then the counties lying ou both 
sides of the Colorado should be divided: - The undersigned - agrees 
with the majority of the committee, that counties are for the con- . 
venience. of ‘the'people, and-five out of six of the people of. Grimes 
county are satisfied with ‘the ancient boundaries, and. ask that the 
same may not be disturbed.

tors, should prefer to promote the interests of the greatest number 
of those concerned. ‘The wants of. the public require multiplied fa- 
cilities for the transportatien of freight, in order to break down the 
very monopolies of. which the protestants complain. The protestants 
themselves in the matter are the reai monopolists, -and their opposi- 
tion to the road proceeds upon the assumption that they have a right 
to perpetuate their monopoly. In this we eannot agree with them.

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Upon examination and inquiry your committee find that this is 
not the case, but, on the contrary, that in the publie offices of most 
of the Western and Northern States six hours is established as a 
day's work, and that, although in the offices of dhe United States 
government the office Tour are fixed from 8 A. M. to 4 P. M., with 
one hour out of that time for dinner; in reality not more than five 
or six hours’ work is performed. 

Jt has been suggested that an intermission of one hour, out of 
eight hours’ labor, should be allowed to our officers for dinner : but 
your committee is of the opinion that although the State would 
thereby apparently gain over the present system one hours’ work of 
each employe, in reality the government would lose almost the entire 
evening services of such officer; because it cannot be presumed that 
in the excessive heat of our summer days any government employe 
should within one hour make the distance from his respective office 
to his home, take dinner, return, and then be in a condition to per- 
form any mental labor duri ing the balance of the day. 

All the premises consider ed, your committee warmly recommend 
that the present system of six hours’ labor in the public offices of 
the State be retained as the more profitable to the State, and the 
most convenient to the public at large..

SIR: Your Committee on Finance, to. whom was referred the 
petition of a number of the citizens of Hood county, praying that 
Jessie and Jacob Nutt (blind) be allowed to retail spirituous liquors 
without license, have the honor to report that they have given the 
same careful consideration. 

Your committee have invariably recommended, upon satisfactory 
evidence, that unfortunate persons be assisted by the State by a 
relief as asked in this instance, and regret that these unfortunates 
should have requested that which is deemed so unadvisable to grant. 

There is scarcely any other legitimate pursuit that does not com- 
mend itself more favorably than the one we are asked in this case to 
exempt from taxation. It is unnecessary to array the evils arising 
from intemperance, drinking saloons, or grog shops. Say nothing of 
the home circle broken or mutilated ; say nothing of intemperance in 
general and accepted sense ; say nothing of the’ruin prevalent from 
the use of intoxicating liquors to those who are the victims them- 
selves of their folly; but recognize the one truth that five-eighths of 
the homicides committed „in our State are attributable to the grog 
shop. It is the resting spot, the dwelling, the habitation of those 
characters that to-day make necessary the passage of a militia bull. 
In that place is conceived and nurtured assassination and murder; 
and there also is furnished the nerve to accomplish. 

The evils arising from grog shops, and. especially in country 
towns and villages, where no police force is at hand, are too well 
known. ‘There is concentrated and combined all the evil of a com- 
munity; and while it may be unwise to abolish them entirely by 
legislation, your committee is of opinion it would be far more unwise 
to encourage or in any manner advance them. For these reasons, — 
and many more acknowledged by civilization and unnecessary to 
give, it is hoped the petition will not be granted.

SIR: Your Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom was 
referred the petition of R. 'H. C. Shelton, contesting the seat of 
Hon. M. A. Gaston, representative from the third district, beg leave 
to submit the following report : 

The election out of which this contest arose was held under the 
reconstruction laws of the Congress of the United States by military 
authority in the third distri ict, comprising the counties of Houston 
and Cherokee, commencing - November 80 and ending December 3, 
1869. 

The contestant charges fraud and intimidation; violence and un- 
fairness existed to such an extent as would justify the setting of the 
election aside in the county of Cherokee, and by resolution of the 
House adopted May it was made the duty of the committee to 
Investigate the charges madeand report their action to this body. 
Both the contestant and sitting member. were given ample time to 
procure all the testimony desired, aud on the sixth instant an- 

nounced themselves ready to proceed with the investigation. 
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The evidence introduced by the contestant in this case consists of 
sworn statements of about twenty resident citizens and voters of 
Cherokee county, to the effect that fraud and deception, violence and 
intimidation, were practiced by the white Democratic party upon 
and with the colored Republican voters, thereby securing the elec- 
tion of the sitting Democratic member over the Republican contest- 
ant. 

The evidence of the sitting member consists of over one hundred 
depositio.s and sworn statements of citizens and voters of Cherokee 
county to the effect that, the election in said county was conducted 
fairly, without disturbance or difficulty, intimidation or fraud, and 
that the election was as free and fair as any ever held in this State. 

Therefore, it is shown that a vast amount of testimony has been 
adduced before us, all of which has been patiently investigated, and 
we hope weighed without bias or prejudice m faver of or against 
either political party, 

It may be well to state that each—the sitting member and con- 
testant—were well represented by honest and eminent couns sel, in 
justice to whom it may be said were present during the entire inves- 
tigation. 

And after a careful reading of all the testimony offered, and a 
thorough examination of every witness produced, and hearing the 
argument of attorneys for both parties, and duly considered the same, 
have arrived at the conclusion that thcre probably was some fraud 
and intimidation practiced in the county of Cherokee during said 
election, but no more than was practiced usually at all other elections 
in this State, and certainly not of sufficient magnitude to warrant us 
in recommending to the House a resolution declaring the same void. 

Furthermore, “there is no evidence to prove that if fraud and in- 
timidation were practiced, that the Hon. M. A. Gaston either did or 
had the same done or encouraged others to do so; therefore we re- 
commend the resolution : 

Resolved, That Hon. M. A. Gaston, sitting member from third 
district, be and is entitled to the seat now occupied by him as Rep-

Sir: The undersigned, members of the Committee on Privileges 
and Elections, have the honor to submit the following report, in the 
matter of the contested case of R. H. C. Shelton, contestant against 
M. A. Gaston, contestee, to-wit:. That Mr. Gaston received 1,214 
votes, and Mr. Shelton 1,066, in the third district, composed of the 
counties of Houston and Cherokee; that there were fraud and intim- 
idation practiced in the district, especially in Cherokee county, by the 
friends and supporters of Mr. Gaston, to such an extent as to clearly 
satisfy us that if there had been a free, fair and honest election Mr. 
Shelton would have been elected. We have incontestible proof that 
no loyal organization could have been established in Cherokee 
county during the late canvass without great danger, and that 
the loyal men were advised against such organization as 
unsafe, and none was or has since been effected in that 
couuty, and over half the registered colored voters did not 
attend the election and vote, and out of the number who did vote, 
we believe half of them were induced through fraud or intimidation 
to vote for Mr. Gaston and the ticket upon which he was a candi- 
date; whereas, if there had been no such fraud and intimidation, 
they would have voted for Mr. Shelton and ‘the ticket upon which 
he was a candidate. In Houston county the election was conducted 
in a peaceable and fair manner, except on the day before the last of 
the election, when a crowd of colored men from Augusta beat were 
followed to the polls by armed white men, and, as we believe from 
the evidence, several were forced to vote for Mr. Gaston and his 
ticket against their wishes, but the fraud and intimidation in this 
county were lignt comnared to the evidences of the same lawlessness 
in Cherokee. The undersigned are of the opinion that the whole 
election in Cherokee county was fraudulent, and should be set aside. 

A question has been raised as to the eligibility of the contestant 
on the ground that he had not resided in Cherokee county twelve 
months next preceding his election, but the proof is that he purchased 
a homestead in that county over twelve months before the election, 
paid for it, and intended to remove to it at once, but was delayed 
over a month by sickness in his family, and then changed his domi- 
cile. Should the constitution receive a strict construction, and it be 
held that this Legislature was elected under it, we still believe that, 
as Mr. Shelton bought a homestead in Cherokee over twelve months 
before the election, with the present intention of removing to it, and 
was prevented from so doing, not by default on his part, that he 
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ought not to be debarr ed from the pr ivilege of citizens ip- And. 
may it not be doubted whether the constitution should be strictly 
construed as to this Legislature, owing to the fact that the election 
was held under the reconstruction laws? . And it might be success- 
fully contended that, as Mr. Shelton had been a citizen of his county 
over twelve months before the Legislature met, he is eligible. He ` 
had, before his last removal in the county, resided in that county for 
years. - He was registered as a voter:in Rusk county; where he last 
resided ; had never “held any office prior to the late rebellion, and we 
believe him to be eligible, and legally and justly, entitled to ‘the seat 
now held by Mr. Gaston. 
We therefore respectfully recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution :

articie twelve of the Constitution, the last clause of which reads ag 
follows: “ Nor shall the Legislature grant, by appropriation or 
otherwise, any amount of money out of the treasury of the State, to 
“any individual, on a claim, real or pretended, where the same shall 
not have been provided for by pre-existing law.” 

The court in whose service the jurors are engaged is a court of 
the United States, and it is the duty of the General Government to 
provide for the ample pay of its jurors, We respectfully suggest 
that the petitioners lay the matter before Congress, which body, we 
trust, wijl grant them such extra pay as their services may entitle 
them to. We regret that the Legislature cannot legally make the 
appropriation asked for, otherwise the committee would take pleasure 
in recommending it.

That at the late clection in the Thirteenth Senatorial District, 
composed of the countie sof Wharton, Fort Bend and Austin, Mr. 
a sort received 162 votes ovr Mr. Horne. according to the sworn 

returns of the board» of registrars, and was duly and legally elected 
one of the Repr esentatives from said district. Mr, Horne contends 
that 250 or 280 ballots. upon which was his name for represenu- 
tive, Were illegally thrown owt aud not counted by the board: but 
these tickets had also the names of Mr. Abbott upon them, and if we 
should conclude that $r. Horne was entitled to have them added to 
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his vote. Jaslice would require that they should also be added to the 
vote of Mr. Abbott, and this would leave Mr. Abbott's ma'o. ty the 
same as if these votes be not counted. But your committee are of 
opinion that these ballots. as they contained more uames for Repre- 

sentative than the law authorized, were legally thrown out by the 
board, and should not have been counted. 

Your committee further find that on the cleventh of February | 
last. at the provisional session of this body, this House adopted the 
foliowing re solution in a contest waged by Mr. Horne, to-wit : 

Resolred, That William Sherif and Ë. L. Abbott are entitled to 
the seats now beld hy them as Representatives from the Thirteenth 
District, and that W. E. Horne is vot entitled to aseat in this 
House. 

We sce no reason to disturh this action of the House. 

Your committee respectfully recommend the adoption of the ac- 
companying resolution, and that they be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the care.

sage. with the following amendments: 

i. Strike out the preamble. 

2. Insert m section first, after the words “Laguna Madre, or 
other bays,” the words “or situated upon the islauds” or inland. 

8. Insert in section third, before the words ` ‘per cent., the word 
“such,” and after the words “sales of salt,” the words “as the Gov- 
ernor slal allow.” 

4. Add to section five the words “and provided. further, that 
nothing herein shall be so construed as to affect the rights of minors, 
idiots, lunatics or persons of unsound mind.” 

We find, upon an examination of the subject, that the Spanish and 
Mexican governments and the Repablic of Texas. which preceded 
the government of this State, reserved from grant, location or patent 

salt “lakes, springs and mineral lands, (sce ‘Paschal’s Digest, Art. 
804, p. 253, and Art. 4.402, p. 726), and the laws of these govern- 
ments remain the law. except so far as modified hy our present con- 
stitution, Art. X, section 9, which it is believed by your committee 
does not affect the rights of the State to the salines in question. 

The name of the salt lake in Hidalgo county will ae of itself 
the lawful proprietorship. {t is called SE? Sal del Rey,” or ‘The 
King s Salt,” because in the grant of the surrounding ene the sa- 
line was reserved to the Crown. During the dominion of Spain and 
Mexico. a government agent was always in possession of this saline, 

ontrolling its revenues for the government. [u the year 1862, the 
Legi e of the State passed a joint resolution authorizing and re- 
quiring the Governor to take possession of this saline. and giving to 
the claimants twelve months in which to institute suit to ‘establish 
their claims, a feature which has been preserved in the present bill 
for the protection of clanaunts. (See General laws of the Ninth Leg- 
islature, pages 61 and 62). 

For inany years after the Texas Revolution, the country between 

the Nueces and the Rio Grande was without government, except in 
the town of Corpus Christi, under Texas, and the town of Laredo, 
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under Mexico, and the country was subject to predatory raids both 
from Texas and Mexico. During this period certificates were loca- 
ted (by moonlight) upon the saline in question, in violation of the 
laws. ‘The sulme is also claimed by the heirs and assigns of the 
orisinal grantee of the lands surrounding the lake, under an old 
Spanish grant; but all confirmations of such grants by this State 
especially except islands and salt lakes. (Sco Paschal’s Divest, Art. 
4.405, p- T37, and Art. 4,488, p. 740). It will be thus seen that 
these conflicting claimants, ‘who have alter nately occupied this great 
saline, have done so in violation of the laws of the State, 

Tn relation to the estuaries and lagoons along the coast. and upon 
the islands of the State, producing salt, and claimed } ny the adjoining 
owners, we have to say that such claims cannot be sustained bj y the 
grants, locations or patonts under which they claim. The Supreme 
Court of this State has decided that the shore of a sea or bay, as de- 
fined by the civil law, is the line of highest tide in winter, and by 
the common Jaw. an ordinar y grant of land, upon a bay. is limited to 

the line of ordinary high tide: that by the civil law the shores of 
the sea, hays and river belong to the nation that possesses the coun- 
try of which they are part, and are of the class of things common to 
all. and to which no exclusive right will ordinarily be granted; and 
hy the common law the right to such property is vested in the State, 

and can only be granted by act of the Legislature, which in the case 
of these salmes has not been done hy any Lesislature of this State. 

(See City of Galveston vs. Menard, XXII Texas, p- 849.) 

Your committee regards the title of the State to these salines as 
indisputable; but should this not he so, the rights of claimants are 
fully protected by section five of the accompanying bill. These sa- 
lines are known to he of great value, which we believe will be greatly 
increased by placing them in the hands of a competent agent, to care 
for and develop, as provided in the bill submitted to our considera- 
tion.

Sir: Your Committee on Counties and County Boundaries, to 
whom was referred the petition of a portion of the citizens of Falls 
county, praying for a division of said county, have had the same un- 
der consideration, and most respectfully ask leave to make the fol- 
lowing report: 

That your committee, after hearing all the evidence accessible to 
them, are of the opinion that the citizens in said Falls county, on 
the west side of Brazos river, labor under great inconvenience and 
many disadvantages in having to cross the said river and its bottoms, 
in attending court in Marlin, the county site of said county, which 
is situated on the east side of said river. But your committee is 
informed that the county is now largely in debt, and should said 
county be divided, as prayed for, it will necessitate the removal of 
the county site for the eastern county, because it would then be 
in five miles of the county line, and in doing so the county would 
have to contract such a debt that it would, in all probability, never 
be able to pay. And in addition to all this, your committee is in 
formed that the Waco Tap Railroad will run‘through said Falls 
county and,have a depot in Marlin, the present county site, and the 
difficulties and disadvantages that the citizens on the west side ot the 
river labor under will be lessened to a great degree; therefore, your 
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committee think a division of said county impracticable at the pres- 
ent time, and most respectfully ask that said petition be laid on the 
table, and your committee be discharged from the further considera- 


tion of the same.

SIR: Your Committee on Lands and Land Office, to whom was 
referred an act entitled ‘ An Act to extend the time for the location 
of certuin land certificates,” have had the same under consideration, 
and respectfully report that, in view of the fact that hy the interven- 
tion of the rebellion, the location of valid land certificates, especially 
in the hands of non-residents, was prevented within the time pre- 
scribed by the act of March, 2, 1861. The Constitutional Conven- 
tion of 1868 passed an ordinance granting to the holders of valid 
certificates the right to the extension provided for by this bill; that 
such declaration, of which this bill is simply confirmatory. merely 
places certificates which were excluded by the act of March 2, 
1861, in the same class as those issued subsequently; that the re- 
striction of the location of the former to one year after the passage 
of this act, dces not place them upon the same footing as those sub- 
sequently issued, in every respect, for these latter are subject to lo- 
cation up to the first day of January, 1875, thereby giving them 
the preference of over three years over those contemplated in the act. 
Your committee are not able to find that any injury can be worked 
to the State by the passage of this bill; and it may be the means of 
preventing injury to individuals who haye held the certificatesin good 
faith, and been unable to locate them. 

Your committee are of opinion that the issuance of a land cer- 
tificate to any individual is a contract with such individual by the 
State for the sale of so many acres of land, and that the State should 
be very. cautious in limiting the time for the location of such cer- 
tificate. In other words, that the limiting of the time for the loca- 
tion of the certificate savors strongly of the introduction by the 
State of a condition into the contract of sale, which formed no part 
of the contract xt the time it was made. Your committce are there- 
fore of the opinion that the necessary time should be given for the 
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location of all land certificates, and therefore report back the bill, 
with the recommendation that it be passed. ,

Mr. Slaughter, Chairman of Special Committee to inquire into 
the official conduct of the Comptroller of the State, submitted the 
following report:

SIR: Your special committee appointed to investigate the conduct 
of the Comptroller, have the honor to report that they have care-— 
fully performed that -duty, and submit as the result of such mvesti- 
gations the following facts : 

It appears that in all charges against the Comptroller, he has 
actel with the advice of the Attcrney-General, save those herein- 
after specified. 

The Governor, on one occasion, was refused payment of his salary 
for a short while upon some supposed technicality in the order mak- 
ing appropriations for his payment; this was, however, afterwards 

aid. 

P From the Comptroller’s own statement we give the following facts 

of the matter of Mr. Butler : 

The Comptroller was informed that most probably Mr. Butler 
held two positions of trust, profit and honor, the one under the 
Federal Government, the other under this State. Least such might 
be the case, and our State constitution violated, the Comptroller 
assumed the duty and telegraphed Mr. M. C. Hamilton at Washing- 
ton for information. Mr. Hamilton's reply seems to have convinced 
the Comptroller affirmatively. Whereupon he essumed in his 
official capacity the prosecution of Mr. Butler. Before the Comp- 
troller took action, however, either toward prosecuting or telegraph- 
ing for information, he persistently refused to pay the per diem due 
Mr. Butler, which was properly presented and authenticated with 
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the signature of the clerk of the House and Speaker. In the mean- 
while this House acted upon and determined the eligibility of Mr. 
Butler affirmatively. The Comptroller refusing to recognize that 
clause of the constitution which makes each House the judge of the 
qualification of its members, still refused, after the action of this 
body, to pay Mr. Builer’s account. 

The Comptroller states that he prosecuted Mr. Butler in his 
official capacity, and expects the State to pay all expenses, together 
with that for telegraphing. He also placed the matter in the “hands 
of some district attorney not of this judicial district, authorizing 
said district attorney if he thought it necessary in order to secure 
conviction to procure additiona] counsel as he did not want a failure. 

The Attorney General was never consulted on we subject until 
after the prosecution was begun. 

Said Comptroller‘ also refused to pay ` ‘the account of Judge 
Walker of the Supreme Bench. 

The opinion of the Attorney General was asked and given affirma- 
tively; the Comptroller, however, still refused. ’Tis true the At- 
torney General after wards withdrew his opinion, but such withdrawal - 
coes not change the attitude of the Comptroller, whose animosity 
seems to have been aroused toward Judge Walker, because that 
Judge released Mr. Butler upon a writ of habeas corpus. 

These are the most important and prominent of the Comptroller’s 
misdeeds. ‘There are others of a smaller character, such as closing 
the office before the days’ work was half completed, etc., that 
may require legislation to remedy, with all the State offices, but 
which your committee deem irrelevant, or side questions. 

In conclusion your committee have to say that while they cannot 
believe the foregoing sufficient to guarantee them in reporting favor- 
able to impeachment, yet they regard the conduct of A. Bledsoe, 
Compiroller, highly reprehensible, and without the pale of law. 

Your committee do not believe him actuated by dishonest motives, 
but rather regard his conduct as the offspring of malice, and his 
errors those of a lack of information; therefore your committee ask 
the adoption of the above report, and ask to be golat gR from 
further consideration of the subject.

Sir: The undersigned, members of your special committee, ap- 
pointed to inquire into the official conduct of the Hon. A. Bledsoe, 
Comptroller of Public Accounts, disagreeing with the other members 
of said committee, respectfully make the following minority report : 

The only matter or action of said officer, that has been considered 
by your committee, is his action in refusing to pay the pay certifi- 
cate of Hon. J. P. Butler for services as a member of the lower 
house of the Legislature. We find that the first account of said 
member, acted on by the Comptroller, was one given May 12, 1870, 
for $136 per diem, and for mileage for 410 miles, at $8 for every 
twenty-five miles, making $136; on which account we find the fol- 
lowing endorsement of the Comptroller : 

“t The Comptroller believes the clause in the concurrent resolution 
in relation to mileage, passed on the thirteenth May, 1870, and 
approved same day, ‘That for every fraction of mileage under 
twenty-tve miles, one day’s pay be additionally computed,’ to be un- 
constitutional and therefore void. See sections twenty-eight and 
thirty-five, constitution of the State of Texas. 

[Signed] “A. BLEDSOE, 
“Comptroller.” 

On May twenty-fourth, 1870, the Comptroller made the following 
endorsement on or in reference to said account : 

“ This account can be paid as follows: For per diem, seventeen 
days, at $8, $186 00; mileage four hundred and ten miles at the 
rate of $3 for every twenty-five miles, $131 20 ($267 20 instead of 
$272), if it be shown that topay the same would not be a violation of 
section forty-two, article twelve, of the constitution.

On which statement of the honorable member the Comptroller 
audited the account for $267 20. The second account acted on was 
one of date June 1, 1870, for $159 68. Mr. George ©. Rives, 
Chief Clerk of the Comptroller’s office, at the direction of the 
Comptroller, sent the following telegram to Hon. M. C. Hamilton, 
United States Senator: ` 

“Ts J. P. Butler an officer of the United States?” 

Which was answered by the honorable Senator : 

“ Jas. P. Butler is collector of the port of Brownsville, confirmed, 
commissioned and bonded.” 

The Comptroller also had a telegram from J. F. Hartley, Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Treasury, that “ Mr. Butler had qualified and 
entered upon duty,” and also had certified copies of his (Mr. Butler’s 
commission) bond and oath of office. On which evidence he rejected 
the account, and made this statement of his reasons for so doing, and 
appended this statement June 7, 1870, to the account : 

“ The Comptroller is informed by Hon. M. C. Hamilton, United 
States Senator, under date of twenty-eighth ultimo, that Jas. P. 
Butler is collector of the Port of Brownsville, confirmed, commis- 
sioned and bonded. 

“ The Comptroller has also in his possession a telegram from J. F. 
Hartley, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, under date of the 
twelfth ultimo, which says that ‘Mr. Butler has qualified and en- 
tered upon duty.’ - 

“ The Comptroller has an official copy of the commission issued to 
Mr. Butler on the twenty-seventh day of January, 1870, certified to 
on twenty-first May, 1870, by Geo. S. Boutwell, Secretary of the 
Treasury, under his official seal. 

“The Comptroller has official copies, certified to by Geo. S. Bout- 
well, Secretary of the Treasury, under his official seal, of the bond 
and oath of office of James.P. Butler, as Collector of Customs for the 
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district of Brazos de Santiago, in the State of Texas, the bond and 
oath bearing date the seventh day of April, 1870. 

The Comptroller therefore believes that to audit this account 
would violate sections nine and forty-two of article twelve, and sec- 
tion thirty of article three of the Constitution.

The facts before the Comptroller were that the Hon. J. P. Butler 
was appointed Collector of Customs twenty-seventh January 1870; 
that he qualified as member of the Legislature eighth day of 
February, 1870; that he qualified, gave bond and took oath of 
office as Collector of Customs seventh of April, 1870. Your minority 
are informed by the Comptroller that he believed that the action 
of the honorable member, in qualifying as collector of customs, 
vacated his office of member of the Legislature, and that if it did 
not, that he could not legally audit the account as the evidence showed 
that the honorable member was holding two offices, which, your 
minority think, was nothing but proper under the evidence; and 
they think section thirty of article three of the constitution pro- 
vides that “no person holding a lucrative office under the United 
States, or this State, or any foreign government, shall te eligible 
to the Legislature;” and section nine, article twelve, provides 
that “no member of Congress, nor person holding or exercising 
any office of profit or trust under the United States, or either of 
them. or under any foreign power, shall be eligible as a member 
of the Legislature, or hold or exercise any office of profit or trust, 
under this State;’ and section forty-three of the same article 
provides that “the accounting officers of this State shall neither 
draw nor pay a warrant upou the treasury, in favor of any per- 
son, for salary or compensation, as agent, officer or appointee, who 
holds, at the same time, any other office or position of honor, 
trust or profit under the State, or the United States, except as 
prescribed in this constitution.” 

As to the act of the Compiroller in commencing a prosecution 
against the honorabte member, your minority are of the opinion that 
the committee nor the House have any jurisdiction or power over 
it whatever, but are of the opinion that it is a private matter þe- 
tween the honorable member and the Comptroller, and think that the 
House has no power to protect its menibers while outside of the 
House and while the same is not in session. 

Tt is contended that in reference to his acts the Comptroller should 
have consulted the Attorney General. The law only requires that 
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attorney to give opinions to certain officers when requested, and it 
does not compel the officers, who are authorized to make the request, 
to consult him. The Comptroller is the sole and exclusive judge of 
claims against the State, but when he is doubtful as to the law, he 
cau-require the opinion of the Attorney General. 

Your minority think that the Hon. A. Bledsoe was justifiable in 
refusing to audit the account of the Hon. J. P. Butler, and more so 
from the fact that the decision of the Supreme Court of this State 
(See 27th ‘Texas Reports; Biencourt vs. Parker) decided. 
that “‘ a resignation by implication will take place by being appointed 
to and accepting a new office incompatible with the former one.” 
‘Tt is said to be an absolute determination of the original office, and 
leaves no shadow of title to the possessor; sothat neither guo war- 
ranto nor amotion is nece:siry before another may be elected,’’ re- 
ferring as authority for the decision to Rex vs. Trelowney, 3 Bur., 
1616; Milwood vs. Thatcher, 2 T. R. 87; Willcock on Municipal 
Corp., 240, 617; Ang. and Am. on Corp., 255. 

Your minority are of the impression that the law and the evi 
dence justified the Comptroller in believing that the honorable mem- 
ber in accepting the office of Collector of Customs, which, undoubt- 
edly, is incompatible with the office of member of the Legislature, 
vacated his office of member of the Legislature. And if such was 
not the case, then that the evidence most clearly showed that the 
honorable member was holding two offices, not permitted by the con- 
stitution of the State; and we think that the duty of the Comptiol- 
ler, ih either case, was to refuse to audit the Claim. 

The premises considered, your minority ask that this report be 
adopted and the resolution accompanying the same be passed by the 
House. l 

Resolved, That the action of the Hon. A. Bledsoe, Comptroller, 
in refusing to audit the account of the Hon. J. P. Butler for per diem 
and mileage, instead of being reprehensible, was, under the circum- 
stances, justifiable and in accordance with his official duty.

Sin: Your Committee on Internal Improvements, to whom was 
referred the bill to be entitled ‘‘ An Act for the relief of the Eastern 
Texas Railroad Company, and to authorize a branch of the same, 
as therein shown,” respectfully submit the following report : 

In the latter part of the year 1859, the said company was char- 
tered by the Legislature of the State of Texas, and was authorized 
to avail itself of the State aid then provided by law. In the -sum- 
mer following, to-wit: 1860, said company regularly organized under 
its charter, and, within twelve months thereafter, completed, equipped, 
with rolling stock, and put in good running order twenty-five mules 
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of sail road, commencing at Sabine Pass, and graded thirty miles 
in addition of said line of road. The company, thereupon. caused 
the necessary reports required to be filed at Austin, showing the 
completicn of the first section of twenty-five miles of said road for 
the purpose of obtaining the loan of six thousand dollars per mile on 
said guished road, as authorized by law. The acting authorities at 
Austin, as will he seen by the papers on file, recognized the regu- 
larity and validity of the application, but declined to pay over the 
Joan, solely on the ground that the vendor of the iron for the road, 
to whom the claim fo. the fand had been transferred to pay for the 
same, was a resident of the city of New York, and, therefore, an 
atien enemy to what was then claimed as the Confederate States of 
America, the State of Texas having seceded from the Union. The 
war breaking out caused the work of construction to cease. Much 
of the iron of the road was torn up by the Confederate 
military authorities, with which a fort was constructed at 
Sabine Pass, the rolling stock of the road being sent 
of. A yaluable bridge across Taylor's Bayou was de- 
stroyed by the United States forces; in a word the work of con- 
struction was completely arrested by the war, the prospects of the 
company ruined, and its property destroyed without fault on its part. 
The committee are informed that the company has regularly pre- 
served ifs organization up to the present time by the annual election 
of officers: that it is not indebted to the State, but has incurred lia- 
bilities to others in the work of material and construction, to the 
amount of over a half million dollars, on the faith of its charter and 
the pledges of the State aid therein secured, which debt is yet 
standing against the stockholders of said company; that the only 
default of this company, if it can be so termed, is a failure to build 
annually twenty-five miles of said road, which was prevented by acts 
of war; that the late Constitutional Convention has by its action re- 
vived the charter of this company, and the confirmation of such ac- 
tion is the main obiect of the bill under consideration. 

In view of these facts it is claimed by the company, first, that in 
virtue of the contract with it, as stipulated in the charter and laws, 
and its compliance as shown, that certain rights vested in the com- 
pany which subsequent legislation cannot divest. Secondly, that 
said company fully met and complied with the first stipulations in 
the contract, to-wit: the completion of the first’ twenty-five miles of 
the road; but the State, or those in authority, refused to comply by 
paying over the loan, which fully exonerated the company from any 
default or forfeiture of its rights under its charter. Thirdly, the 
illegality of secession cannot obviate the same result. A common 
carrier, on whom rests the most sttingent rules of law, is saved from 
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forfeiture and default by the act of war, much more a valuable 
railway enterprise that appeals so strongly to the Legislature for its 
fostering care. Fourthly, it is further strongly urged that the forty- 
third section of the twelfth article of the present Constitution of the 
State, which suspends all civil actions from the 28th day of January, 
1861, to the adoption of this Constitution on the 80th day of March, 
1870, saves this charter; because in an action by the State to seize 
tne charter, it is insisted that this section of the Constitution could 
be successfully relied on as a complete defense to such proceeding. 

In view of the fact-that the road under consideration is viewed as 
one of great value and importance to the people of Eastern Texas, 
and as it simply asks to free its rights from doubt hy a revival of its 
charter, so necessary with capitalists, we can see no good reason for ` 
refusing such request, more especially when it is considered that the 
courts are open to settle all legal questions that may be raised on the 
laws passed by the Legislature; and for the further reason that all 
just intendments should be made in favor of a company that appears 
to havo proved its faith by considerable work and lay out in actual 
construction, and which, as the committee have good reason to be- 
lieve. is proposed to promptly proceed with the work of coustruction 
upon the passage of this bill. Your committee therefore return the 
accompanying bill, and unanimously recommend its passage.

Sir: Your committee to whom was referred House bill No. 86, to 
be entitled “An Act to incorporate the town of Canton, in Van 
Zandt county,” having carefully examined the same, have the honor 
to recommend that said bill be re-committed, as there are several 
passages therein so obscurely or incorrectly expressed that your com- 
mittee are either unable to comprehend their meaning, or are com- 
pelled to put upon them the only construction of which they admit, 
and which appears to them to involve an absurdity. As illustrations 
they respectfully invite attention to the following extracts from the 

ill : 
‘Sec. 5. That there shal] be a marshal, treasurer, recorder and 
attorney appointed by the board of aldermen. 
* * * * * * * 
Said appointments shall be made as soon as practicable after the 
aldermen shall receive their certificates of election, or that any 
vacancy may occur by expiration of term, or other cause.” 

* * * * * oO% * 

As the above passage is expressed it should seem that the board of 
aldermen are required to appoint the above named functionaries either 
as soon as practicable after the receipt of their own certificates of 
election, or after the occurrence of a vacancy in the offices of marshal, 
treasurer, recorder and attorney, by expiration of term or other 
cause. But unless the appointments are made as soon as practicable 
after the receipt of the aldermen’s certificates of election, the alter- 
native of a vacancy by expiration of term can never exist, as such a 
vacancy cannot arise in the case of an office to which no appoint- 
ment has ever been made. 

“Sec. 9. In case of the temporary absence of the Mayor, the 
board of aldermen shall have the power to appoint one of their num- 
ber to act as mayor pro tem., who shall have such powers and 
privileges as the Mayor elect.” 

As there are neither powers nor privileges conferred by the bill 
on the Mayor elect, your committee are unable to determine whether 
it is the intention of the bill to reduce the powers and privileges of 
the “ pro tempore” Mayor to a minimum on the one hand, or to 
confer upon him untold powers and privileges on the other. 

Attention is also invited to section fourteen of the bill, which 
provides for the collection of an ad valorem tax, not to exceed one- 
half of one per cent. on the value of the property taxed. and also 
Jor the imposition of a poll tax. Your committee desire to know 


a 
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whether. the word ‘ tax,” in line thirteen, should not be engrossed 
“taxes,” and if not, to which of the two taxes named it refers ? 

If this were the only bill which had been referred to your com- 
mittee in such a shape, they would have passed it over in silence, 
but the practice of reporting negligently prepared bills, with a re- 
commendation that they pass, has latterly become so common that 
the work of the engrossing clerk has been ‘seriously retarded by the . 
necessity of obtaining the correction of errors which should have 
been rectified in committee before such bills were reported back. 

Your committee did not understand that the object of constituting 
them a committee on style was to exonerate each committee of the 
House, to whom a bill had been referred, from correcting errors of 
spelling, of grammar, of ambiguity and obscurity, ali of which pre- 
vail, to a greater or less extent, in the bill herein reported upon.

Abby Thompson, administratrix of the estate of T. J. Chambers, 
deceased, praying the Legislature of the State of Texas to pay her 
in her said representative capacity for five thousand and four acres of 
land taken by the Republic of Texas for the permanent location of 
the seat of government,’ have had the same under consideration. and 
beg leave, respectfully, to resort that they have carefully examined 
into the merits of the claim, both by the examination of documen- 
tary evidence and also of witnesses of high standing, that they have 
taken the opinion of the Attorney-General of the State and other emi- 
nent lawyers upon thesame, and are convinced, undera full sense of the 
responsibility of the State to its citizens, and the responsibility of 
your committee to the State and the widow and minor heirs of 
General Chambers, to whom the land was granted for services to the 
government, that the said claim is founded in justice, and should re- 
ceive the piompt action of this body. But, whilst your committee 
are impressed with the conclusion that the memorialist should be 
paid, yet, in view of the fact that the State has once paid pai ties— 
at that time supposcd to ke the rightful owners of the land—and at 
a price corresponding with the value of the land at the time of the 
purchase, they have had considerable difficulty in determining the 
amount that should now be granted. It seems, from the testimony, 
that in 1889 the land was condemned for the seat of government, 
laid off into lots, and many of the lots sold to individuals, for which 
the State received over three hundred thousand dollars, and that she 
still holds a considerable number of lots, still unsold, whieh are now 
very valuable. Itis also found by your committee, as stated in 
said memorial, that the commissioners appointed by the government 
to pay for said land, under circumstances honorable to all con- 
cerned, paid other parties for the land which belonged to General 
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Chambers. And considering the faet that the State paid originally 
only fifteen thousand and twelve dollars for the land, at three 
dollars per acre, as has been shown, she has already 
realized on the lots sold a profit of about $285,000, 
besides the valuable lots yet unsold, together with the 
sites upon which her’ public buildings are erected. And consider- 
ing the further fact that the meu. orialist has been kept out of 
the use and enjoyment of the profits arising from the sale of said 
land for over thirty years, your committee deem it but right and 
proper, under all the circumstances, as a matter of compromise, to 
allow her, in her representative capacity, the sum of one hundred , 
and twenty thousand dol‘ars, that the matter may he forever set at, 
iest. Hence your committee offer the accompanying substitute, and 
respectfully ask that it do pass; believing as they do that its adop- 
tion would be more in accordance with the diynity and magnanimity 
of this great State, than to force the memorialist and her children, 
under their necessities, to sue tLe State under permission of the 
Legislature, which could not be refused, on a claim bearing on its 
face so many evidences of merit. 

The aduption of this substitute will harmonize all partics, quiet 
the apprehensions of the present holders of the pruperty, aud save. 
the State from a heavy expexse which would inevitably arise by 
certain and protracted litigation.

To Hon. IRA H. EVANS, 5 
Speaker cf the House of Representatives : 

SIR: I respectfully return to your House, where it originated, 
the b Il entitled “ An Act to incorporate the Galveston Bay Dredg- 
ing Company.” I find this act objectionable in the following 
respects : 

1. The amount of tolls allowed to be charged on commerce pass- 
ing up and out of Trinity River is excessive. From the best informa- 
tion I can get, itis probable that these tolls would amount, on ihe com- 
merce now passing through the channel it is proposzd to sea to 
not less than thirty thousind dollars per annum. The probable cost 
of deepening this channel, so that crafts now able to navigate Gal- 
veston Bay below the bar, which it is proposed to deepen, “will not 
exceed ten to fifteen thousand dollars, and the subsequent annual ex- 
penditute tor keeping the channel open could scarcely exceed a third 
of this sum. 

2. No provision in the act prescribes the quantity or quality of 
the dredging to be done by the company. The company may deepen 
the channel six inches or six feet, and will be equally en titled to 
make c. mmerce pay these heavy tolls. It is true section four may 
be construed to mean that the company must make or improve the 
chaunel before charge can be made; but an ‘improvement’ to a 
channel 1s too vague a term, and may amount to little or nothing of 
substantial good. 

In my opinion the granting of this charter will result very in- 
juriously to the trade of Galveston and Trinity River. 

Having these views, I feel constrained to veto the said act.

I. I protest against this action because T do not believe it was the 
wish of a majority of the people of that county. 

2. Because county seats should be located as near the centres o f 
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counties as circumstances will allow, so a$ to accommodate the people 
from every section of the county, who, from necessity, are compelled . 
to attend the courts as jurors, witnesses, etc. It is a question of 
convenience which the people of that county alone should determine. 

3. Because I cannot conceive how this or any other Legislature 
(being composed of members from every por tion of the State, who, 
individually, know little or nothing about the wants of that people) 
should feel authorized to interfere with the affairs.of any particular 
county, where it affects the interests and convenience of so large a 
number of citizens as it does in this instance. 

4. Because the precedent is a bad one, and one which, if respect- 
ed and followed hereafter, might lead to serious results. A few de- 
signing men might, through intriguing, secure the removal of any 
county seat, and thus sacrifice the mcney of the people that had 
been expended in erecting county buildings, und subject them to the 
further expense of building new ones.

That in May, 1868, the general commanding the Fifth Military 
District ordered a general quarantine to be established, and that, in 
obedience to said order, the Commanding General of the Depart- 
ment of Texas ordered a quarantine along the gulf coast of Texas, 
as is shown by General Orders No. 11, dated 11th of May, 1868, 
and General Orders, 26th of May, 1868; that under these orders 
a quarantine, during the epidemic season, was kept up in the county 
of Refugio, at St. Mary’s, and at Rockport. Under instructions of 
the military authorities representing the State, the county judge of 
Refugio county appointed Colonel L. B. Camp and Dr. Frazier as 
health officers. And that, by authority, the health officers hired the 
schooner Paul Jones, to be used in the quarantine service, from the 
owner, Stephen Peters, which said schooner was used more than two 
moriths by said health officers in inspecting vessels arriving in port 
and watching the coast. . 

The appointment of Dr. Frazier was made because Lieutenant 
Fitch, the commanding officer, had no medical officer of the array to 
perform such service. The committee are satisfied, from evidence, 
that the service charged for was performed, and that the State is 
bound to pay-such expenses to protect the lives of the citizens of the 
State. As an evidence of the policy of the State, reference is made 
to the act of this body appropriating monéy for thdt purpose, and 
this appears to have been the custom of the State prior to this act. 

The parties who performed the services have not been paid, and 
the committee, believing the claim a just one against the State, 
have instructed me to report the bill back to the House with the fol- 
lowing amendments : 
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1. In line <ight strike out the words “two hundred dollars,” and 
insert in lieu thereof “ one hundred and fifty dollars.” 

2. In lines nine and ten strike out the words “ eight hundred and 
thirty-nine dollars,” and insert in lieu thereof “five hundred dol- 
lars.”

SIR: Your Committee on Internal Improvements, to whom was 
referred the bill entitled “ An Act in relation to the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas Railway Company, late Union Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, Southern Branch,” respectfully submit the following report, 
presenting herewith the accompanying substitute for the original 
bill - 

The Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway Company is a corpora- 
tion existing by virtue of a general act of incorporation of Kansas 
and a general statute of Missouri, hence it needs no charter from 
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Texas. As even a foreign corporation has been held by the Supreme 
Court of the United States to be competent to make contracts within 
the limits of our States not contrary to their known policy, or inju- 
rious to their interests (see 18 Pet., 519, and 4 How., 16), it is not 
perceived that this corporation, organized and acting under the gen- 
eral laws of our sister States, is precluded from aequiring a right of 
way by purchase, gift or device through private lands. It does, how- 
ever, as does every domestic corporation of like character, need to 
have from the Legislature a right to bridge streams and a right of 
way through any public domain it may have to cross. As the public 
good requires that it should have these rights, it is but reasonable 
aud just that they should be accorded. 

In order to encourage the construction of railroads, it is advisable 
that they should not be taxed when they get no State aid, while 
they are in the process of construction and can ‘yield nothing. As 
this company proposes, hy way of a commutation of all taxes, to 
pay two per cent. 0a its entire receipts after the time limited, which 
is a far higher rate of taxation than it would pay otherwise, there is 
no good reason why the exemption and commutation sought should 
not be granted. 

As this company will be subject to all the burthens imposed by 
our general railroad laws now existing, or that may exist, it is but 
eyuitable that it should receive all the benefits of such general (not 
special) laws. The constitution would not permit the Legislature to 
provide otherwise. 

The right to purchase, sell, etc., is a right which the interest of 
the public demands should rather be extended and enforced than pro- 
hibited. It is of benefit to the State that every railroad, instead of 
being isolated, should have all connections practicable with other 
railroads. It should be made to their advantage to unite lines. 

Any road ‘‘completed and in actual use,” without State aid, 
should be protected from the too near proximity of another road run- 
ning in the same general direction which receives State aid. 
The welfare of the State demands that its great’ trunk lines 
should not be so near each other and parallel with each other as 
tiurty miles.- Indeed, they should, by a general law, be kept at least 
that far apart. 

No subsidized corporation can object to this provision withont giv- 
ing just ground for the conviction that it does not intend to accom- 
plish its undertaking promptly. If it really means to do so, and 
can do so before the road of this corporation is “completed andi n 
actual use,” it can run within the prescribed number of miles with- 
out risk or cost. This provision is peculiarly desirable, as it holds 
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out a powerful incentive to dispatch in construction, and, at the 
same time, subjects the State to no expense. 

As this corporation exists and acts by virtue of general laws of 
Kansas and Missouri; and is, besides, recognized by acts of Con- 
gress, and by a decision of the President, no sufficient reason ap- 
pears why the act sought of this State should be put upon a lower 
basis Nuris it seen why a limit of fifty years to the duration of 
this law is not proper, especially as, under our Constitution, no war- 
rant for acts perpetual in their nature, is to be found. 

Your committee, therefore, respe setfully present the accompanying 

ubstitute for the origmal bill, and unanimously recommend its pas- 
. sage.

The Board of Land Commissioners for Red River county refused 
to issue a headright certificate for a league and labor of land to Sa- 
rah Reed, alias Sarah Burnett, and on appeal to the district court 
of Red River county, said court on the 26th day of March, A. D. 
1840, declared that the claimant was entitled to the certificate. 

By virtue of ‘a part of said certificate a tract of two thousand 
three hundred and two and-a-half acres of laid was located and sur- 
veyed in the name of the petit.oner and her husband, John B. 
Craig, now deceased—that said land is situated in Hopkins county, 
Texas, about sixteen miles north of the town of Sulphur Springs, 
in said county. . That part of said certificate for a league and labor . 
of land was, for value received, transferred to petitioner’s husb .nd ; 
the survey made and the field notes duly returned to the land office. 
‘The patent has not been issued, because the decision of the matter in 

_ the court was not obtained until after the Board of Land Commis- 
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pioners had ceased to exist ; which was on the 29th day of January 
A. D. 1840. i 

The survey aforesaid was made in good faith, and she and hey 
husband settled on the land in the yeax1850; have lived on and im- 
proved the same, paying tax regularly. 

Your committee have caretully examined the transfers, and find 
them legally and regularly made to John B. Craig, deceased, the 
husband of the petitioner, Nancy Craig. 

We are clearly of the opinion that this is a meritorious case, and 
that the Legislature ought to grant the relief prayed for.

SR: Your Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds, after a 
careful examination of the Insane Asylum buildings, would respect- 
fally recommend the following Topas as necessary to preserve the 
building from decay. 

Main _building—over basement door on east side, wall badly 
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bulged out, should be taken down and rebuilt, using same material. 
This was caused by the rotting of tLe wooden plate over the door, 
should have been a stone arch, 

Main building, rear end—wall near water closet is bulged out, 
ean be replaced at small expense by anchors without taking down 
the wall. 

The anchors to coving on each end of main building should be of 
heavier material. 

East wing—coving has fallen down and should be rebuilt. 

Inside—the whole building needs painting and white-washing, 
fiom basement to roof. 

The walls innearly all the rooms need mason work and plaster— 
ing, and the ventilators in each room, instead of stopping im the 
attic, should be extended through the roof. 

All the rooms are nearly almost destitute of beds, bedding and 
furniture. 

Under the cisterns, in each wing an main building, the ceilings in 
all the rooms is down, requiring new cisterns of iron and conduc- 
tors of iron pipe in lieu of tin, and the ceilings to be replaced. 

In alithe windows more or less glazing is necessary. 

The roof is of gcod material, but will require a tinner to make 
extensive repairs, soldering etc., and needs two coats of paint. Gut- 
ters and conductors need same repairs. Dome outside and roof of dome 
need tinning and painting. U.der the dome there has been an ex- 
tensive leak, causing the ceiling to fall. This must be repaired, and 
the ceiling replaced. Cost of the whole, twenty thousand dollars. 

This amount is not unreasonable when it is taken into considera- 
tion that the asylum has not been repaired since the outbreak of the 
rebellion. And your committee beg leave to recommend the passage 


of the enclosed bill.

The outside 
walls of the buikling should have two coats of paint, and be laid off 
into squares or blocks with a third; this will protect the stone from 
further crumbling, and give the building a much better appearance. 
Some of the flagging in Vasement floors needs replacing; the roof 
needs repairing, many of the shingles being gone; the top of the 
dome needs tinning and painting; also, the gutters and conductors ; 
all the windows need shutters, and many of them glazing. Total 
cost, including labor and material, about twelve thousand five hun- 
dred dollars. And your committee ask lèave to recommend the pas- 
sage of the inclosed bill.

The company was incorporated by the first of the recited acts in 
1852, and the two subsequent acts gave the company permission to 
occupy the flats in the bay of Galveston, opposite that city, and 
known as the “ Pelican Flats.” The last mentioned act, February 
8, 1858, directed a patent to issue to the company for ‘twenty-five 
acres of these flats, on condition that the company ‘shall construct 
a dry dock on the land. her eby granted, within two years from the 
passage of this act.” 

No dry dock was ever constructed. ` The company never organized 
or went into operation, and failed totally to comply with its charter, 
and became defunct ; ‘and of the original corporators, only one, viz: 
George H. Delesdenier , figures in “the present act reviving these 
provisions of law. 

This is undoubtedly an attempt of speculators to secure a land 
grant (the twenty-five acres of Pelican flats above mentioned), in 
evasion of the constitution, by reviving an extinct charter. The 
character of the said two acts of February 7, 18538, and of Febru- 
ary 8, 1858, was, I must conclude, not brought to the attention of 
the Legislature. There could be no objection or opposition to a 
simple charter to the present corporation, for the making of a dry 
dock, but I am sure that your body did not knowingly intend these 
persons to use names of dead men to revive in themselves a forgotten 
and lapsed grant.

As the amount of liability for which the State becomes surety 
does not exceed per annum the sum of one thousand seven hundred 
and fifty dollars per mile of said road, your committee consider the

I trust that your honorable 
body may find time to attend to this matter. Justice to the parties 
who hold these claims, as well as a due respect for the reputation of 
the State, requires that we should provide for the payment without 
delay, of such of them ds are still valid.

Sir: I herewith return to your House, where it originated, “ An 
Act to improve the sanitary condition of the city of Galveston, 
Texas, and to grant certain privileges to Thomas Sewell and his 
associates, to be known as the Texas Sanitary and Fertilizing Com- 

any.” This act is objectionable among other respects in the fact 
that it directly violates section 17, article 12, of theconstitution, which 
provides that “ every law enacted by the Legislature shall embrace 
but one object, and that shall be expressed in the title.” This pro- 
vides in sections one, two, three and four for improving the health 
of the city of Galveston, and then passing entirely from that subject 
proceeds in sections five and six to incorporate a company to be 
known as the “Texas Sanitary and Fertilizing Company.” 

The act provides a very arbitrary and wholesale change in the 
manner of constructing residences and other buildings at Galveston, 
which can only be effected at very considerable expense to the people 
of that city, and is not called for by any apparent necessity. It is 
not believed that a large number, or in fact any, of the people of 
Galveston desire this extraordinary measure. 

It is evideutly the covert purpose of the act to force the people of 
Galveston to purchase a patented “earth closet,” which the said 
“ Texas Sanitary and Fertilizing Company,” has for sale, and then 
to compel the employment of said company in the keeping these 
closets in order at the rate of one dollar each.per month. It must 
operate oppressively on the people of that city, and offers no cor- 
responding good. If this mode of constructing “ water closets” has 
the sanitary advantages claimed for it by its friends, it will work its 
way to the confidence of the public without this forcing process. 

I conclude that in the hurry of legislation the objections to this 
measure have not received due consideration.

Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

SIR: Your committee. to whom was referred House bill No. 180, 
entitled “ An Act to ascertain and adjudicate certain legal claims 
for land against the State, situated between the Nueces and Rio 
Grande rivers,” find it a copy of an act passed by the Eighth Legisla- 
ture of this State, and approved by Governer Sam. Houston, on the 
eleventh day of February, 1860, except a change in section eleven 
of the bill. The original act of February 11, 1860, limited the 
aperations of the same to three years by section eleven, whilst the 
bill before the committee is limited to two years, so as to give claim- 
ants under it the benefit of the three years contained in the act of 
February 11, 1860—one year of that date only having expired be- 
fore the late rebellion began in this State, by the adoption of the so- 
called ordinance of secession, on the twenty-eighth of January, 
1861, which revolutionary proceeding, in effect, closed the courts, 
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and deprived claimants of the benefits of the act apptoved by Gow- 
ernor Houston. 

The bill does not conflict with the provisions of the Constitution 
recently adopted by this State, as it relates to legal claims against 
the State existing at the time of the adoption of the present Con- 
stitution, and makes no grant of land, but simply provides for the 
investigation and adjudication of legal claims having their origin 
previous to the nineteenth day of December, 1836, which, according, 
to the decisions of our Supreme Court, would be held valid by pre- 
scription, even without title to the claimants. It is the best interest 
of the State and the people that there sheuld be as little litigation 
as possible in regatd to land titles, as such litigation tends to retard 
the settlement of a country, and the object of the bill is to settle 
and avoid it. 

The bill is in strict accordance with the public policy, both of the 
United States and of this State, in regard to titles emanating from 
governments ha-ing previous dominion of the country. The gov- 
ernment of the United States has invariably investigated and con- 
firmed all legal land grants in territory, either purchased, annexed 
or acquired by treaty, as in the States of Louisiana, Missouri, 
- Florida, Texas (to which was ceded the public domain, with all the 
rights and burthens pertaining thereto), Calsfornia New Mexico, ete. 
[See United States Statutes at large. ] 

This State has pursued the same policy, as will be seen by the 
various acts for investigation of land titles in the territory RE 
in this bill. (See act approved February-8, 1850, Paschal’s Digest, 
page 732: act to relinquish the right of the State to certain lands, 
approved February 10, 1852, Paschal’s Digest, page 734; act 
approved February 11, 1854, Paschal, page 788 ; and act approved 
by Governor Houston, approved February 11, 1860, Paschal, page 
739, of which this bill is a copy,) and other acts to the same effect. 

The decisions of the courts of the United States, and of this 
State, have heen in strict conformity with the just and wise policy 
of the General and State Governments. “By modern usage,” says 
our Supreme Court, “ the effect of revolution is not to divest the 
inhabitants of their property, or to destroy private rights. Could a 
more sweeping mode of confiscation be adopted, than by~a destruc- 
tion of the evidences of title, or an extinguishment of their force 
and effect?” And again, “ We are sincerely persuaded that a judi- 
cial recognition (of the proposition that by the revolution that sep- 
arated Texas from the rest of Mexico, all titles to land previously 
obtained, were annulled,) by this court, of its resuscitation and its 
vital influence on rights of property, would shock the moral sense of 
the civilization of the nineteenth century." The language of the 
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late Chief Justice Marshall, in the case of Juan Perchman, (7 Peters), 
is so yery explicit and appropriate, that it will not be deemed 
improper to insert it: _He says: It may be worthy of remark, 
that it is very unusual, even in cases ef conquest, for the 
conqueror te de more than displace the sovereign and assume domin- 
-Jon over the country. The modern usage ef nations, which has 
become law, would be vielated ; that sense of justice and right which 
is acknowledged and felt by the civilized world, be eutraged, if pri- 
vate property sheuld be generally cenfiscated and private rights 
annulled. The people change their allegiance, their relation te 
their ancient sovereign is disselved, but their relatien te each other 
and their rights of property remain undisturbed.” In accordance 
with these principles the court decides that individual rights of pro- 
perty remain unchanged, and that any attempt to destroy them 
would be a flagrant outrage which could not be presumed, but would 
require the suppert of the most direct and explicit affirmative declar- 
ation ef such mtent. 

(See cases of MceMullins vs. Hodge, and Hardy vs. Be Leon, 5th 
Texas, and Paschal vs. Peres, and Hanceck vs. McKinney, Tth 
Texas. ) 

It-is laid down by Judge Story, “ that the dectrine of the Com- 
mon Law is so fully established on this point that it would be useless 
to do mere than to state the universal principle which it has promul- 
gated; that is to say, that ia regard to the merits and rights involved 
im actions, the law of the place where they originated is to govern. 
But the forms ef the remedies and order of judicial proceedings 
are to be according to the law of the place where the action is substi- 
tuted, witheut any regard te the counsel of the par.ies, the origin 
‘of the right, or the country ef the act.” 

The bill before the committee has been drawn with strict reference 
to the public policy, the precedents, the judicial decisiens, and the 
principles of law as established by the highest authorities, legislative 
and judicial, both National and State; and its ebject is te place the 
investigation of the claims in question before the courts, where the 
will be subject to judicial scrutiny ; whereby the rights, beth ef the 
State and the claimants, can be more exactly and clearly defined 
than would be the case by an appeal to the Legislature for relief. 
The Congress of the United States has established a court of claims, 
and it would be a wise pelicy in all legislative bedies te submit, 
whenever practicable, all questiens ef claims against the State te 
judicial investigation rather than censume -he time oi legislators 
in such matters, to the detriment of their appropriate duties. 

Your committee have found it necessary te make several changes 
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‘inthe original bill, and therefore report the accompanying substi- 
tute, and Tecommend its passage.

IR: I return herewith “ An Act to organize, incorporate and 
aid the East Line and Red River Railroad Company of Texas, 
which originated ir your House. 

I find that this act proposes to guarantee the interest at seven 
per cert., geld, on thirty thousand dellars to the mile for a railroad 
running from Beaumont, Jefferson county, to a point on Red River 
at or near Preston, in Grayson county, and also the same guarantee 
for a branch from, at vr near, Sherman or Kentucky Town, in 
“Grayson county, to the city of Jeffer son, in Marion county. 

The length of main line and branch, which it is thus proposed to 
guarantee, “would be, together, in a straight line, more than four 
‘hundred and afty miles. Actually, it would pr obably exceed five 
hundred miles, if built under this charter. The amount of bonds, 
then, which might be issued ander the charter, and for the interest 
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of which, at seven per cent., the State would be responsible, would 
amount to fifteen millions of dollars. 

To state this proposition, seems to me to be sufficient to condemn 
it, but there are other reasons why the act should be reconsidered. 

It is not atall likely that the roads proposed to be built would, in 
good faith, cost thirty thousand dollars per mile. A railroad even 
of the widest gauge used in our State would not, on the routes pro- 
posed, cost beyond twenty thousand dollars to the mile on an aver- 
age; my information leads me to believe that they would not cost so 
much. This arrangement would, therefore, open the door to the 
speculation of the issuance of guaranteed bonds at thirty thousand 
dollars per mile, when, as the railroad would actually cost ten thou- 
sand dollars less, the speculator might pocket the difference and 
leave the State to take the road and pay the interest. If it is pro- 
posed to aid the building by this system of guarantce, the amount of 
bonds should certainly be limited to the actual cost of the. road. 
While this system may be the safest for the State to adopt, still capi- _ 
talists, who propose to engage in constructing roads, should be re- 
quired to invest some of their own money. 

There are other objections to the act, but of these I will only 
mention the further one, that we have no assurance of the responsi- 
bility of the corporators herein, or their willingness to engage in this 
enterprise. ; 

The names of several citizens of Texas are inserted, but I am in- 
formed that all of these have not been consulted. As regards the 
corporators living out of the State, I have no assurance of their re- 
sponsibility, or that those of them Gif any) who have capital to in- 
vest, propose in good faith to do so here. 

I believe it is the desire of all that charters should not be granted 
to parties who may use them with the purpose of seling out on. 
speculation.

Your committee find that 
decree No. 253, to be found on pages 230-1, of the authorized edi- 
tion of the laws and decrees of the State of Coahuila and Texas, 
was exacted’ to indemnify in some sort the Empresarios Power & 
Hewetson for losses incurred by them in their colonization enter- 
prise. which enterprise was not only highly beneficial to Coahuila 
and Texas then, but has been eminently advantageous to the State 
of Texas since, and that they have not received title to any part of 
the land granted them in the decree. They also find that Doctor 
James Hewetson, who is one of the last, if not the last survivor of ` 
the Empresarios for the colonization of Texas, is justly entitled to 
have what he has sought to obtam by his memorial, and that James 
Power, whose surviving partner he is, is dead. It is but proper 
that while the surviving partner gets his sHare of the land, the heirs 
of the deceased partner should receive theirs also.

fon. IRA H. EVANS, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives : 

Siz: I feel it my duty to return to your House, where it 
originated, “ An Act for the relief of the Houston and Texas Cen- 
tral Railway Company,” and ask that the same be reconsidered. 

The constitution (article nine, section nine) provides that the 
Legislature “shall, from time to time, as may be necessary, invest 
the principal ef the school fund in the bonds of the United States 
government, and in no other security.” The act under consideration 
entitled * An Act for the relief of the Houston and Texas Central 
Railway Company,” is in direet conflict with the constitutional pro- 
vision cited. It undertakes, after attempting to consolidate the 
Washington county Railroad Company with the Central, to make an 
investment of a portion of the school fund that had been loaned to 
the two companies named prior to the adoption of the present con- 
stitution, in new bonds of the Central, (whieh the preamble of the 
act says are ‘ issued” while the body says “ are issued ‘or to be 
issued”) and torelease $152,864 55 of the school money altogether. 
The whole amount that this company is indebted to the school fund 
(including this amount proposed te be released) was, on March 1, 
1870, $786,197 57.. ; 

It dees not lie within the power of the Legislature to invest or 
re-invest the school fund ctherwise than as provided by the constitu- 
tion. It cannot remit or grant any portion of that fund as is 
attempted in this aet. 

Section four of this act, under the guise of relieving from a 
forfeiture under en act of September 21, 1866, styled “ An Act 
granting lands to the Houston and Texas Central Railway Company,” 
appears to be an ingenieus device te evade section six of article ten 
of the constitution, and te continue to that comparty a grant of land 
ayhich has been forfeited by its own failure to comply with the law, 
and whieh has been cut off by the constitution. 

Section six of the act provides that “ all laws and parts of laws 
now in force concerning this company, net in conflict with the 
foregoing provisions, shall not be affected by the passage of this 
act,” a seemingly unnecessary and harmless provision, but one 
which must have been devised so as to declare by implication that 
“all laws and parts of laws in conflict with it are by it affected”? or 
amended. As section eighteen of artiele twelve of the constitution 
‘does not permit a law to be revised or amended by reference to its 
title,.it is surely not competent for the Legislature to “‘ affect,” 
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that is revise or amend, laws and parts of laws by implication ang 
without so much as making reference to their titles. 

Time only remains to call to your attention two other constitu- 
tional objections to this act. 

Section two of the act, by providing for the investment of the 
school fund in new bonds “issued or to be issued by virtue of a deed 
of trust executed by said company on the first day of July A. D. 
1866,” makes the act a “retroactive law” and causes it to conflict 
with section fourteen of article one of the constitution. 

This provision merits a most serious consideration nat anly on ac- 
count of the constitutional point, but because it suggests inquiry as. 
to the validity of a deed and bonds made (whether in behalf of one 
or both of the roads mentioned in the act) prior to any awful au- 
thority on the part of either or both to make them. 

Had section seventeen of article twelve of the constitution pre- 
scribed that every law enacted by the Legislature “shall embrace 
more than one object, and they shall sot be expressed in the title” 
instead of the contrary, this act might, so far as its title is. concerned, 
be held to have complied with its requirements, but not otherwise. 
If instead of “ An Act for the relief of the Houston and Texas. 
Central Railway Company,” it had been styled ‘‘ An Act investing 
and donating portions of the school fund;” “ An Act for the relief 
of the Washington County Railroad Company, ” or “ An Act to 
consolidate and confer new affirmative franchises ta the railroad com- 
panies in it named,” its title would carry a better idea of the chief 
of the various objects embraced in its scope, some of which (such as 
the right to branch) do not lie withm the import of the vague word 

‘relief’ Considerations of public policy, some of which are ob- 
vious, might be urged against this act, but to present them would be- 
superfluous. ` 

Upon an examination of the statutes abundant evidences will ap- 
pear that perhaps no corporation chartered by this State has dealt, 
more largely in promises and has been more slack in performance; 
has more frequently come forward m one mode or another for relief}. 
and has caused greater cost in the way of legislation for its. own. 
benefit than the corporation that has obtained “this dct. The fact 
that such is its record should not operate ın its favor, especially 
when it sets at naught the constitution, and seeks ta spoliate the- 
school fund. 

The act asserts in the preamble that the State may exchange its 
present, lien for the seven per cent. bonds of the company “ without 
in any manner endangering the school fund.” 

This statement is nct the truth. The said seven ‘per cent. bonds. 
of the Houston and Texas Central Railroad are new worth in the 
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money market, about eighty-five to eighty-eight cents per dollar in, 
currency. My correspondents in-New York, to whom I applied for 
- information, write as follows: ‘In looking around to find the mar- 
ket value to-day, (15th July), I was offered eighty-five for $100, 
000;” “were a large sum puton the market of these bonds, under 
orders to sell promptly, I doubt whether they would bring even 
85 flat? * * * The agent’s price for the bonds in New York 
is ninety, and accrued interest; but I doubt very much whether 
any sales for money have been made for that price; at least, | know 
that our firm have frequently bought and sold these bonds for years 
past, and always under the agent’s price.” >, 

As the lien we now Lave on this railroad is worth dollar for dol- 
lar in gold, and the amount can be realized at once, and as gold 
is now selling at upwards of 120 per cent. in currency, and as we ` 
can take this currency and buy these very bonds at eighty-five 
cents on the dollar, it can very easily be scen that the school fund 
is endangered to the amount of more than $250,000 currency by 
this exchange. 

. But in addition, the act as before stated, proposes to release $152,- 
864 55. The company claims this under pretence that it was 
paid during the rebellion, in conformity with Jaws then con- 
trolling. The fact is, that all railroad companies indebted to 
the school fund, were, by an act passed January 11, 1862, relieved 
from the necessity of any payment of either interest or principal 
of the school fund, till “six months after the termination” of the 
war. Acts were subsequently passed, (December 16, 1863, and 
November 15, 1864,) allowing the companies to pay interest and 
principal in Texas treasury warrants, and-bonds and coupons. These 
acts were passed avowedly for the purpose of keeping up the credit 
of that sort of money and security issued bya government in hos- 
tility to the United States, and the recognition of payments made 
thereunder violates the spirit (if not the letter,) both of the four- 
teenth amendment to constitution of the United States, and section 
thirty-four, article twelve, of our own constitution. Further, the 
payments made by these companies, were delayed till the class of 
currency paid in was scarcely worth as much as waste paper. The 
only payments made by the Houston and Texas Central Railroad, 
were from January to August 1864, when this paper might pos 
sibly have averaged twenty-five or thirty for one dollar of gold, but 
not more; while the only payment made by the Washington county 
railroad was in Ma- 1865, ($31,548 80) more than one month 
after the surrender of General Lee. These are the sort of pay- 
ments which the act proposes to accept as equivalent to gold. 

These two roads have, since 1867, ceased altogether to make pay- 
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ments of either principal or interest due the school fund, not, how- 
ever, from inability to pay, as the receipts of the Houston and 
Texas Central Railroad alone, since that year, beyond all current 
expenses, have been largely more than sufficient to pay off all the 
indebtedness of both roads. i ; 

While we are debating the propriety of a system of internal im- 
provements to be aided by the State, the management of this Hous- 
ton and Texas Central Railroad, in its relatiom to the State and its 
influence on legislation, may well cause us to hesitate. 

At every session of the Legislature and conventions of the people 
for years past, this road has managed to procure some legislation to 
“t relieve ” it from the consequences of its own want of compliance 
with its promises, entered into under previous acts of relief. The 
present act isa sweeping instance of the sort. Overflowing with 
wealth wrung by exorbitant charges from the people, forgetting the 
princely donation it has already received in lands, and emboldened 
by previous success, its managers now throw off the last scruples, 
and seek to evade their solemn obligations in every respect, even 
grasping at the fund sacredly hoarded for the education of the child- 
ren of the State. 

So far, this corporation has been successful in enforcing its de- 
mands; and it remains to be seen whether any limit can be placed 
thereon. If this comparatively weak corporation can thus control 
legislation, and defy law, justice and its own obligations, what may 
we expect from the great monopolies we are anxious to build up! 

An exhibition of patriotic firmness on the part of the Legislature, 
in resisting this project, will save the State from many ills.

Sir: The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred a 
Senate bill, to be entitled “ An Act declaring that the time between 
the date of the ordinance of secession and the acceptance by Con- 
gress of the present State constitution, shall not be counted against 
railroad companies,” have carefully considered the same. “A ma- 
majority of the committee concurring, report the bill back with an 
amendment, providing that the debts due by railroad companies to 
the school fund shall not be affected, and recommend its passage. 

Section forty-three, general previsions of the State constitution, 
provides as follows: “The statutes of limitations of civil suits 
were suspended by the so-called act of secession of the 28th of 
January, 1861, and shall be considered as suspended within this 
State until the acceptance of this constitution by the- United States 
Congress.’ 

It is believed that this clause of the constitution is as applicable 
to railroad companies in existence on the 28th of January, 1861, as 
it is to individuals, and it as effectually protects them from a forfeit- 
ure of any of their rights during the time mentioned as it does tle 
rights of persons who, by reason of the war, could not enforce their 
contracts or comply with their obligations. ‘It is just that it should 
be so. Incorporated companies in this State endeavoring to cpn- 
struct works of internal improvement were in their infancy at the 
beginning of the war, and the utter prostration of all the business 
pursuits of life in Texas, as well as other Southern States, made it 
utterly impossible for them to comply with the requirements of their 
charters and the general laws of the State. i 

The moment that the flag of rebellion was unfurled and the drum 
called to arms, the spade and pick were thrown down and the pro- 
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jected lines of road in our Staté that were incomplete, were forced 
to be abandoned. Many miles of road that were completely graded, 
thousands of cross-ties that were ready for use, culverts and bridges 
that were erected, all had to be abandoned. Tron that had been pur- 
chased was seized by the authorities of the Confederate Government 
and turned into vessels of war, or manufactured into missiles of 
death. In most instances these losses fell upon the citizens of our 
State who had contributed their own labor and means on the prepa- 
ration of their roads for the iron. Many of the most energetic and 
reliable men of the State, in their zeal to construct railroads, had 
contracted heavy liabilities, which they would have been able to meet 
had not the war put an end to their exertions. These liabilities 
have been left to them a bitter lezacy, and the clause of the consti- 
tution above quoted allows their creditors two and four years from 
the 30th of March, 1870, in which to institute suits. Therefore, 
nothing can be more just than that those persons (composing the in- 
corporated railroad companies of the State) should have the same 
length of time after the acceptance of the present constitution by 
Congress that they had on the 2d of March, 1861, in which to com- 
ply with their obligations to the State. Indeed, there should be more 
leniency on the part of the State in the enforcement of its con- 
tracts than that extended to individuals as to private contracts. 

The State can afford to be liberal and magnanimous towards its 
people. Necessity often compels individuals to adopt a different 
rule. As a matter of State policy the provisions of this bill should 
be adopted. The efforts made by a number of the old railroad 
companies of the State before the war is a guaranty that they will 
again act with energy, and use every exertion to secure success. It 
is believed to be a sound policy that the State should sustain its 
own Citizens, and at least give them a fair showing to comply with 
their obligations to the State before thrusting them aside, and leav- 
ing them burdened with debt that the war entailed wpon them. 

As stated before, it is believed that these companies could invoke 
the clause of the constitution referred to, and prevent any forfeiture 
of their rights being declared. But prudence dictates that this 
should be done by a legislative declaration, and prevent at once any 
doubt on the subject. : 

It is deemed proper to refer to the fact that in view of the war 
preventing rajlroad companies from complying with their engage- 
ments to the State, laws were passed by the Legislature, relieving 
them from forfeitures, and giving them time after peace was estab- 
lished to comply with the laws of the State. The Constitutional 
Convention of 1866 dealt encouragingly with railroad companies, 
and the Legislature of 1866 extended relief and further time to 
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them; and, whatever may be the views of gentlemen in regard to 
the validity of these acts, it cannot be denied that they referred 
directly to our‘own domestic concerns, and in no way were in con- 
flict with the constitution, laws or policy of the general government, 
and that, in pursuance of these relief and extension laws, new obli- 
gations and debts have been incurred by our citizens, and new con- 
tracts, some of them involving large amounts, have been entered 
into with capitalists of other States and countries, all of wh ch con- 
siderations invoke just, wise and liberal laws on the part of this 
Legislature. It has been the established policy of the people of 
this State to act liberally toward railroad companies. The Repub- 
lican and Democratic members of this Legislature are pledged to 
this course. Their constituency expect it. Justice to the old incor- 
porated companies of the State demand it. 

It has been objected that this bill is obnoxious to sections seven 
and ten of the present constitution. A majority of your committee 
entertain the opinion that such is not the case. 

The section referred to simply says that “all lands granted (and 
this means the date of patent of the lands by the State) to railway 
companies, which have not been alienated by said companies, in con- 
formity with the terms of their charters, respectively, and the laws 
of the State under which the grants were made, are hereby declared 
forfeited to the State for the benefit of the school fund.” Section 
thirty-three general provisions of the present State constitution, em- 
phatically recognizes the acts of the Legislature during the war, which 
‘twere not in violation of the constitution and laws of the United 
States, or in aid of the rebellion against the United States, or preju- 
dicial to the citizens of this State who were loyal to the United 
States, and which have been actually in force or observed m Texas 
during the ahove period of time; nor to affect, prejudicially. private 
rights which may have grown up under such rules and regulations ; 
nor to invalidate official acts not in aid of the rebellion against the 
United States, during said period of time.” This clause must be 
kept in view as well as the seventh section of article ten, and they 
must be made to harmonize. Section thirty-three of general pro- 
visions recognizes the validity of the domestic acts of the Legislature, 
not in violation, etc., of the laws of the United States, and says the 
private rights of parties that have grown up under such “rules and 
regulations’ shall not be affected prejudicially. Surely no mind of 
reasonable understanding can say that the acts for the relief of said 
railroad companies, passed during the war, were in controversion of 
the laws of the United States, or in aid of the rebellion, and none 
can deny that the most important private right ‘have grown up un- 
der such rules and regulations.” But, in order to make this point 
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more clear and explicit we will .inveke the safeguards thrown 
around the rights of the citizens of this State by section thirty-three, 
of general provisions, a little further, and we invite the special at- 
tention of the Legislature to it. It says: “The Legislature which 
assembled in the city of Austin, on the 6th of August, A. D. 1866, 
was provisional only, and its acts are to be respected only so far as 
they were not in violation of the constitution and laws of the United 
States ; or were not intended to reward those who participated in 
the late rebellion ; or to discriminate between citizens on account of 
race or color ; or to operate prejudicially to any class of citizens.” 
It is clear that the acts of the Legislature-during the war for the re- 
lief of railroads are recognized by the citation first abcve made from 
section thirty-three, and that private rights have grown up under 
them ; and it is equally conclusive that the same section of the con- 
stitution recognizes the acts of the Provisional Legislature of 1866, 
except in the cases specified. Now, let us quote from the act of the 
Legislature of 1866. Anact for the benefit of railroad companies, 
approved November 18th, 1866, says, in its first section, ‘That the 
grant of sixteen sections of land to the mile to railroad companies, 
heretofore or hereafter constructing railroads in Texas, shall be ex- 
tended, under the same restrictions and limitations heretofore pro-~ 
vided by law, for ten years after the passage of this act.” 

Section two says, ‘That the time for the alienation of lands ac- 
quired by railroad companies, heretofore, shall be extended to four- 
teen for the alienation of one half of such lands, and to twenty-one 
years for the alienation of the other half; and in the event such 
alienation does not take place, the said lands shall be forfeited 
to the State ; and companies hereafter acquiring lands, shall alienate 
the same in fourteen and twenty-one years from date of acquisition, 
under a like penalty of forfeiture.” Can any one say that this act 
of the Provisional Legislature of 1866, was ‘‘m violation of the 
constitution and laws of the United States,” or “intended to reward 
those who participated in the late rebellion; or to discriminate between 
citizens on account of race or color; or to operate prejudicially to 
any class of citizens?’ Certainly not. Then, does not the con- 
stitution of 1869, protect the old railroad companies of the 
State and recognize as bmding and valid the laws passed during 
the war and in 1866, under which private rights have grown 
up, where such laws do not come within the exceptions mentioned ? 
Nothing can be more conclusive, and a just regard for the interests 
of our citizens and the rights of others not citizens who have 
invested their means in our domestic enterprises, demands that we 
should be emphatic ın the protection of their rights as guaranteed 
by the constitution. To arrive at a just conclusion concerning 
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doubtful points in the constitution, all its parts must be looked 
to, and the whole be made to work in that harmony which its framers 
intended should be its object, in fostering the great interests of the 
State, in protecting the rights of the people and in promoting their 
prosperity. 

Believing these views to be just and correct, and that they are in 
harmony with the views and wishes of the people of this State, the 
undersigned recommend the adoption of the accompanying amend- 
ment, and the passage of the bill.

gress of the United States of the State constitution, shall not be 
counted or reckoned against railroad companies,” have the honor to 
present the following minority report : 

This bill seeks to revive or renew the charters of the numerous 
railroad companies Incorporated by the Legislatures of this State 
prior to the late rebellion, and to place them in the same situation 
and subject to the same duties and obligations and entitled to the 
same rights and privileges as they were subject or entitled toon the 
second of March, 1861. This would revive the land grants or dona- 
tion of sixteen sections of land for every mile of road constructed and 
put in running order, and a loan of $6000 of the School fund for each 
mile of road so constructed, as these rights were guaranteed to rail- 
road companies by laws then in force, upon their complying with the 
termsof their charters, respectively. It cannot becontended that these 
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companies have complied with the terms of their respective charters, 
for the very object of the bill is to relieve them from failure of such 
compliance on their part; nor can it be said that they have any 
vested rights which entitle them to protection, for all their rights 
were contingent upon their complying with their charters, and for 
failure of which compliance they now ask relief. We believe, then, 
that a renewal of these old charters would be equivalent to new 
grants. By referring to sections six and seven of article ten of the 
constitution it-will be seen that it was the policy of the framers of 
the constitution not to revive any of these old charters, but to require 
the inauguration of a new policy and the granting of new railroad 
charters for the development of our resources by this kind of internal 
improvements. Section six inhibits the Legislature from granting 
lands to any person or persons whatever, except to actual settlers 
upon the same, in lots of not exceeding 160 acres. This section is 
explicit and unambiguous. We are aware that it is contended that 
this section does not inhibit the Legislature from granting lands to 
corporations ; in other words, that private corporations cannot be 
construed to mean a “perscn or persons.” In our view numbers or 
bodies of physical or natural persons associated together fer-purposes 
of internal improvement or business of any kind, are as much per- 
sons in fact and in law as if no associations were formed. They are 
invested with rights, and are subject to duties and obligations the 
same as individual persons ; and, in fact, the very acts of incorpora- 
tion are contracts between themselves and the State, and it certainly 
cannot be contended that a contract can be entered into by others 
than persons capable of rights. Again, it is urged that the object 
of this provision was only to inhibit the Legislature from granting 
lands to the surviving venerable patriots of our State who spent their 
best days in defence of our soil and liberties, or to the heirs of those 
of our lamented patriot fathers who are no more with us, and not to 
prevent the granting of princely donations of our public domain to 
grasping, soulless corporations; but this construction is too grossly 
and meanly absurd and unjust to require any refutation. 

It is also urged by some that the fact that the convention which 
framed the constitution granted lands to private corporations to a 
large extent, should be taken as evidence that the convention did not 
intend to inhibit altogether the granting of lands. The convention 
certainly had no power to pass any legislative ordinances or decla- 
rations whatever: it was the representative of the political and not 
the civil power ofethe people, and it could act simply as a special 
commission to frame a constitution of government for which it was 
convened, and not as a Legislature. The legislation of the conven- 
tion was never ratified by the people, and has no binding force what- 
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ever. And, even if we were certain that this was the meaning of 
the convention, (and it certainly was not,) it should by no means be 
allowed a controlling influence; for the constitution did not derive 
its force from the convention which framed it, but from the people 
who ratified it; and the intent to be arrived at is that of the people. 
We conclude that the people meant what the plain language imports, 
and it seems to us the language of section six is too clear for doubt. 
Section seven is still quite as explicit, and declares forfeited to the 
State, for the benefit of the school fund, “all lands granted to rail- 
way companies, which have not been alienated by said companies, 
in conformity with the tenure of their charters, respectively, and 
the laws of the State under which the grants were made.” Now, 
by the law in force when these old railroad charters were granted, 
the companies were required to alienate the lands reccived from the 
State within given periods; and it is clearly evident from this and 
the preceding section, that it was the intention of the convention to 
change the railroad policy of the State in reference to our public 
lands, and set apart these lands solely for the benificent purposes of 
public free schools, and to provide homes for the homeless. This 
change of policy was no doubt induced by the fact that our State 
had already squandered nearly twenty million acres of our public 
domain in the supposed interests of railroad improvements, when we 
had not more than three hundred miles of railroad to show for it; 
and from the further fac that experience had demonstrated that it 
was not sound policy in a free government to place in the hands of 
soulless corporations large bodies of lands, which would necessarily 
give them large and powerful landed monopolies, as well as great 
political influence and power. 

In addition to the foregoing objections, we believe the bill is 
obnoxious to section nine of article nine of the constitution, which 
_ provides that the Legislature “ shall, from time to time, as may be 
necessary, invest the principal of the school fund in the bonds of the 
United States government, and in no other security.” This bill 
secks also to revive the right to a loan of $6000 from the school 
fund for each mile of road constructed, which is clearly provided 
against by this section. 

It is claimed that the objects of the bill are covered by section 
forty-three of article twelve of the constitution, as follows: ‘The 
statutes of limitation of civil suits were suspended by tho so-called 
act of secession of the twenty-eighth of January, 1861, and shall 
be considered as suspended within this State until the acceptanco of 
this constitution by the United States Congress.” But we submit 
that this provision simply suspends the statutes of limitation in civil 
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“suits between citizens, and- cannot be ‘construed to ‘include railroad 
„corporations whose charters have been forfeited. This would be 
„giving a very liberal construction in behalf of these corporations, 
clothed by the State with a portion of her own sovereignty; and 
there is ne principle of law better settled, or more just, than that 
grants of franchises of this kind are never to be extended by con- 
struction beyend.the plain terms in- which they are conferred, and 
-all charters of incerporation are te be construed strictly against the 
corporators. If the convention had thought the usefulness of these 
corperations required the suspensien of the statutes of limitation, as 
to their charters fer the last ten years, the constitution would have 
contained a provision expressly including them. Many of these cor- 
_porations may have suffered by reason of the war, and may hare 
strong claims»on the Legislature for relief and assistance, but 
believe the relief propesed by this bill is inconsistent with the con- 
stitution, and should not, therefore, be granted. 
_ And, aside frem the constitutional objections to the bill, we can con- 
' ceive of no considerations ef public policy or of justice which re- 
quire the Legislature to indiscriminately revive old charters which 
-have subserved no other end or purpose than to encumber our statute 
books, and perhaps ebstruct the development of the country by pre- 
venting live men from engaging in the enterprises. In many cases 
the corporaters are dead, or have no capital, and perhaps in some in- 
“stances the cerporaters are net men calculated to stimulate the build- 
ing of railroads, or to whom these important franchises should be 
granted. The passage of this bill would, moreover, induce no small 
amount ef confusion and litigation ; old charters would conflict with 
‘new ones, and we believe its general effect would be to greatly re- 
tard rather than advance and promote the construction of railroads 
in our State. It would also beget a spirit of rivalry and speculation, 
without any cerresponding benefit te the State, and would certainly 
‘open the deor to fraud. The Legislature can grant new charters 
whenever necessary. The whole object of this bill is to revive these 
charters so as to secure, if possible, the land grants, and perhaps the | 
loan from the school fund, which we believe to be in contravention 
‘of the constitution. Itis urged that, if unconstitutional, it will 
-amount to nothing; but the danger is in giving a legislative inter- 
“pretation of the constitution in favor of granting lands, or of 
evading this constitutional provision. And if the bill is passec, 
it will be the duty of our executive officers to enforce it, and in 
case they refuse they will be placed in the position of disobeying 
‘the law. , 
Believing, therefore, that this bil] is in violation of the constitu- 
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tion, unjust and impolitic, wé respectfully recommend that it be re 
jected.

Str: Your Committee on Indian Affairs, to whom was referred 
a bill entitled ‘‘ An Act to appropriate- the sum of seven thousand 
dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, out of any moneys 
in the treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to defray the expenses 
of the commission heretofore appointed to visit the Northern and 
Western frontiers of the State, and the Indian reservation,” having 
duly considered the same, herewith return the same, and most earn- 
estly recommend its passage. And in this connection we would 
most respectfully represent that we deem this a measure of the 
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greatest importance to the people of our suffering frontier, and we 
would state that, by virtue of a joint resolution passed early in the 
session, a sub-committee of three from the House and two from the 
Senate have been appointed from the Committee on Indian Affairs 
to visit the- Northern and Western frontiers of our State, and the 
Indian reservation, known as the Wichita Reserve, for the purpose 
of collecting testimony going to establish the fact that the Reserve 
Indians are, and have been continuously depredating on our North- 
ern and Western frontiers. i 

We would further submit that, from reliable information that has 
come to our knowledge, we are confident that it will be in the power 
of this committee to collect ample testimony to establish beyond 
question the fact that the greater portion, if not all, of the depreda- 
tions now committed on our Northern and Western frontiers, are 
committed by these Reserve Indians, who are now being armed, 
clothed and fed by the general government. Itis further believed 
by your committee that if the proper representations are made to 
the War Department and to the general government, and full and 
satisfactory testimony adduced to the fact that the Indians now on 
the Reserve are the parties that are now guilty of the merciless 
devastations of cur exposed and helpless frontier, and that those 
wards of the nation are now being fed and armed by the general 
government to wage a savage warfare on a defenseless people, that - 
immediate steps will be taken to arrest such depredations, and to 
disarm and place these Reserve Indians where it will be out of their 
power de us serious injury. 

It is the unanimous opinion of your committee that it is impor- 
tant and proper that the commission be dispatched, with power to 
administer oaths, and send for all necessary persons and papers, and 
to do all things necessary for the effectual accomplishment of the 
ohjects of the commission, and to this end we most respectfully re- 
quest this appropriation, and recommend the passage of the bill.

This act is objectionable, particularly in the respect that it com- 
pels the Governor to proceed to sell out the remaining university 
lands at once. Whether these lands belong to the university or to 
the general school fund, it is obvious that a large fund may be real- 
ized for the benefit of education by due care in the sale of them— 
they being some of the best lands in the State. There is no neces- 
sity existing which would require their immediate sale. Within a 

ear or two such lands will probably bring two or three times what 
they will sell for now. In the meantime the university, even if re- 
organized, will not require other funds than are already on hand. 

There are other objections to the act which I have not thought it 
necessary to mention here. Some of these are embraced in or re- 
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ferred to in the enclosed opinion of Hon. Wm. Alexander, Attorney 
General of the State, to which I ask the attention of your House.

Your committee find that in the year 1858 the petitioner, together 
with one I. B. Sawyer, undertook to re-model avd re-cover the roof 
of the Capitol, using * West's galvanic cement,” and also the roof 
of the Supreme Court building, giving bond for its durability for 
the period of ten years, and to keep the same in repair for that 
time; that the work was completed as required by the contrast, and 
as such received by: the State. 

H J -10 as 
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Your committee are unable to ascertain, except from the state- 
ment of the petitioner, whether there was ever any notification 
given by tie State to petitioner that the said roofs needed repairing, 
but are of the opinicn that there was none; and your committee 
know that subsequent to the completion of the said roof, and during 
the late war, the Capitol building, and in fact all other public build- 
ings, Were not kept in the most careful manner, and from the state- 
ment of parties resident at the capital. are convinced that on many 
occasions said roof was trampled over. and otherwise misused in 
such manner as that no roof of that character would bear. And 
your committee are further of opinion that, had such notification 
been given during the war, it would have been impossible to have 
obtained the necessary material for repairs, as under contract, and 
that during the war, by and in accerdance with an act of the Leg- 
islature of the State, the said roof was torn off, and a shingle roof 
put in its place. 

Your committee find that in the Reconstruction Convention of 
, a resolution was offered for the relief of petitioner, and re- 
ferred to a committee, but from some cause was never acted on. 

In view of these facts your committee believe that the petitioner,

91, entitled “An Act to organize, incorporate and aid the East Line 
and Red River Railroad Company of Texas,” have considered the 
objections therein set forth, and the nndersigned, a majority of said 
committee, beg leave to make the following report : 

In the opimien et the majority of said committee the objections 
made by the Geverner to said bill arenot sufficiently grave to justify 
as in sustaining the veto. 

We are unable te see that the credit of the State will be im- 
paired by granting the charter to said road. We are satisfied by 
evidence that the parties applying for the charter are abundantly 
able to comply with all its requisitions, and that they will do so. We 
discover ne evidence whatever, nor do we believe that any exist, that 
said parties are me:ely speculators, seeking a charter to huckster 
the same on the market. 

We think that the estimates in the message of the cost of the con- 
struction of said read are erroneous; and we submit herewith state- 
ments of the actual cost of the construction of roads similar to that 
contained m this charter. 

In view of the facts, we, a majority ef your select committee, re- 
spectfully recommend the passage of the bill.

Sin: Your special committee, to whom was referred the Gov- 
érnor’s veto message of the Hast Line and Red River Railroad 
Company of Texas,” beg leave to submit this minority report : 

The veto message accompanying the bill sets- forth very clearly 
the reasons that controlled the Governor in refusing, the charter his 
sanction, and they are so amply sufficient, and appeal so directly to 
the interests of the tax payers and the welfare of the people, that: 
an elaboration of that message appears to be almost unnecessary. 

The issuance of bonds to the extent of thirty thousand dollars per 
iile for the construction of a road that can be built for fifteen thou- 
sand dollars, would place in the hands of the company asking this 
franchise and aid, the sum of seven and a half millions of dollars 
over and above its actual cost—which sum of money, to bg made 
good by the people of Texas, would go into the pockets of the specu- 
ators who have presented this proposition tu the Legislature. It is 
perfectly plain to the minority of this committee that if capitalists 
were desirous of investing their money’ in this enterprise, they would 
be satisfied with such reasonable aid as the State could, with safety, 
extend. . And if they have confidence in the feasibility of the pro- 
jected road, that it would be a successful artery of commerce and be- 
come a paying investment, they would take a portion of the risk, at 
least, in the outlay to secure its construction. But what does this 
charter propose todo? It asks the State to guarantee thirty thou- 
sand dollars to the mile of a road that, from the topography of the 
country through which it is proposed it shall pass, can be built for 
one-half that amount. It proposes to deposit with the Governor its 
own bonds of twenty-five thousand dollars per mile as security for 
the guaranteed bonds of thirty thousand dollars, thereby requiring a 
gift of five thousand dollars per mile outright, and the pledge of 
the State to the payment of twenty-five thousand dollars more per 
mile, or the interest thereon for thirty years; and if it defaults in 
payment, then the State shall take the road for its claim against the 
company. 

" This is the purpose of the charter; let us see how it will work. 
The company succeeds in building twenty-five miles of road, and 
issues seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars worth of bonds, 
which the State guarantees. Ñt then grades ten miles more of road, 
and in accordance with the charter it issues one hundred thousand 
dollars more bonds, which the State guarantees, andso on. Can this 
company continue to simply grade ten miles of road in sections, and 
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for every stich section of ten miles it can issue one hundred thotsand 
‘dollars in guaranteed bonds until it becomes the interest of the com- 
pany, after expending a few thousand dellars, to throw up their char- 
ter and leave the road in the hands of the State, after putting in 
their pockets a half a millien of doilars which are to be paid by the 
people ef Texas, without recourse or reconsideration ? 

If there is an honest purpose in this company te build the road, let 
them ask fer the right of way ; and if State aid be necessary, let them 
ask a guarantee of one-half of the cost ef construction, and there is very 
little deubt that such a charter would meet with ne opposition. But 
the purpose of this charter is toe glaring. It loeks too much like 
an immense swindle. It presents ar appearance so suspicious that 
it must necessarily taint every man whe sustains it, after the case 
against it has been so plainly made by the Governor. 

Yeur committee would not impose a single obstacle te the devel 
opment of internal improvements any and everywhere within the 
boundaries of the State. But they want cempanies with capital to 
invest, and with a willingness te embark it honestly in the enter- 
prise. They want some exhibition on the part of these gentlemen, 
who come here for charters, that they have confidence in their own 
schemes, and have the money to support them. But they do not 
want a cerporatien te take the credit of the State and use it fer their 
‘own profit and purposes, without a corresponding responsibility. They 
are desirous of fostering every measure that possesses true merit, 
that is te minister to the prosperity and wealth of the State, and the 
best interests of the ane and among them there are nene more 
important or beneficial than the building of railreads; but they 
must be built upon a real basis, and the companies must be firm 
enough to insure the exact compliance with the full terms of their 
charters before your committee will yield thelr censent to part with 
the valuable franchises they are endeavoring to secure. 

Your committee, differing with the majority, indulge the hopethat 
this House will not be forgetful of the duty they owe to the people 
of Texas-—-that they will net burden the State with a debt that 
promises no equivalent in this proposed road, and that forgetting all 
collateral issues, they will vote te sustain this patriotic veto.

passed by your hcnorable body, for the following reasons : 

1. A majority of the inhabitants, and especially those who live 
nearest to the above mentioned (so-called) academy, of said settle 
ment, have not sigt.ed this protest. 

2. Your committee have reason to believe that inasmuch as par- 
ties have signed the petition requesting this Legislature to pass such 
prohibitory “laws, who live at a distance of about five miles from 
said academy, this request partly emanates from private speculation ; 
intending to force a successful competition against the store now in 
cantemplation, situated about one-and-a-half miles from said school. 

3. Your committee have obtained reliable information that the 
minority of the inhabitants of Fiskville settlement who have peti- 
tioned your honorable body for the passage of such probibitory laws, 
intended to avail themselves of the acknowledged readiness of this 
honorable body in passing such prohibitory laws, for the purp.se of 
furthering their own private interests. 

4. The parties who have signed the accompanying protest, have 
largely contributed to the erection of said schoolhouse. 

5. That Fiskville Academy, (so-called) is nothing but a com- 
mon village school, consisting of one schoolroom, one teacher, and 
about twenty or thirty small scholars. Nothing but the rudiments 
of the elementary branches of education are taught im said school, 
and those only for a limited period during the year.

I have given these bills the best examination possible under the 
circumstances, but the limited time has rendered this examination 
very hasty and unsatisfactory to myself. I have, therefore, con- 
fined my approval to such public and private bills as appeared on this 
hasty examination lest objectionable; and this has necessarily 
caused a number of acts to remain unsigned, and thereby fail to 
become laws by operation of the constitution. Among these there 
are but few general statutes; the great majority being private bills. 
Some of them may be meritorious, and in such case the subject may 
again come before you at your next session, if the necessity for 
them be not obviated by future general laws bearing thereon. 

You will perceive thatI have assumed the proper construction of 
section twenty-five, article four, of the constitution, to be that bills 
must be presented to the Governor soon enough to allow him for the 
examination thereof one clear day, (exclusive of Sunday), previous 
to the day of adjournment. This construction I believe to be cor- 
rect by analogy, but in any event it is the safe one, on the ground 
of public policy, as it allows a more reasonable time for the exam- 
ination of the multitude of bills that are usually hurried through at 
the last moment.
